ITALY’S ASSASSINS. 


OF THE MALA VITA SOCIETY ON 
TRIAL AT BARI. 


RoME, April 11.—The trial of the Mala Vita 
Society at Bari excites great interest. The 
society has fora long time been the scourge 
of the vicinity. Several secret assassigations 
have been traced to its members, one par- 
ticular of a lovely young woman, hose 
murder, three years ago, ina viney near 
Bari, for a long time puzzled the authorities. 
It is now pretty well established that she was 
suspected of having accidentally overheard 
some facts of great importance to the so- 
clety to keep concealed. The Mala Vitas, 
however, confined themselves chiefly to 
petty robbery and extortion. They levied 
blackmail in all directions and inspired such 
terror that no tradesman dared to refuse to 
one of the Mala Vitas anythingthat he asked. 
The evil become so great that the central de- 
pot was appealed to by influential inhabi- 
tants of Bari. The government acted 
promptly and vigorously. A forceof military 
was sent to the districts strong enough to 
overawe opposition, and with orders to deal 
summarily with any outbreak of lawlessness. 
The military were not expected and arrests 
by wholesale followed without delay, the 
greater number of the Mila Vitas were 
gathered into prison. A considerable 
number made their escape and have 
left Italy for various of the world. Oth- 
ers offered to emigrate if released, but the 
officers refused to make any bargain and re- 
solved to push the prosecution. Thisis being 
Gone amid greater excitement than has pre- 
valled for a long time at a trial in Italy. Itis 
not certain that, notwithstanding the large 
force of troops, the trial will pass Without an 
armed conflict with the friends of the prison- 
ers. The affair has resolved itself into an is- 
sue between public authority and the secret 
society, and unless the Mala Vitas are crushed 
out the Government may findits very exist- 
ence menaced by thatand similar organiza- 
tions.

Loxpox, Aprilll.—The new Labor Com- 
mission that all the working men in En- 
gland are talking about to-day is of distinctly 
international importahce. The time has 
gone by when any important measure affect- 
ing labor interests can be viewed from a nar- 
row, insular standpoint. Ifthis commission 
is going to strike at the root of depression in 
trade and oppression of capitalists, which 
affects the laboring men all over the world 
to-day, it must ascertain to what extent 
labor in England is affected by foreigners 
who come here and work for low wages, 
or by emigrants from Europe who are filtered 
through our manufacturing centers to Amer- 


ica. Such commission must particularly in- 
quire into the increasing employment of 
cheap labor from India, Japan and China. It 
cannot discuss the measures affecting the re- 
duction of hours and increase of wages with 
out being brought face to face with the fact 
that while English-speaking workingmen are 
obliged to meet Asiatic opposition the hours 
of labor cannot be reduced and wages will 
not be increased,

The Missouri Republican Colony Dis- 
cussing State Politics.

The Recent St. Louis Election Outs a Fig- 
ure in National Politics—An Anti-Har- 
rison Sentiment Abroad—Items of 
News Culled at the Capital—Personal 
Notes and Minor Mention. 


WASHINOTON, D. O., April 1l.—The leading 
Missouri officials herg are very much broken 


up over the defeat of the Republicans at the 


city election, and the fond hopes they cher- 
ished regarding a successful state movement 
are gradually vanishing. Principal among 
the Republicans here who are ambitious and 
who would sacrifice a great deal to have the 
Republican party in Missouri united and 
solidified is Gen. George Shields, Assistant 
Attorney-General. The latter never permits 
an opportunity to escape him where there is 
4a possibility of learning something 
new regarding the party situa- 
tion in the State. Of late the 
General and other prominent party men 
here have been canvassing the condition of 
affairs with a view of straightening out 
things before the time arrives for nominating 
a State ticket. One of the strong party work- 
ers said to-day that it was already becoming 


a question as to who would make an accepta- 


bie and avallable candidate for Governor. 
There are a great many points to be taken 
into consideration in the labor that would 
devolve upon the next convention. One of 
the most important of these was the deplora- 
ble and divided condition of party affairs in 
the city of St. Louis, and strange it was. said 
he, that when the party was well organized 
throughout the State, the city factions were 
in the worst kind of shape. 

It may seem a little strange, but the promi- 
nent Missouri Republicans in office here favor 
compromising in most any way in order to 
harmonize matters, While some ot them do 
not love Mr. Filley, they apprectate the fact 
that he is a factor worth having around when 
there is a fight on hands. The course of the 
Republican newspaper in St. Louis is a sub. 
ject of some comment, and that journal is 
beginning to be recognized by some of them 
as a kind ot a ‘‘disorganizing angel.“ 

ANTI-HARRISON, 

While a State ticket has been the subject 
of some discussion, it is more than likely that 
the next delegation to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention is the paramount question 
of interest. It is understood that there is a 
strong anti-Harrison element in the State, 
which it becomes the President’s friends to 
take care of. Missouri has fared well by the 
present Administration, and those who have 
enjoyed the profits naturally regard it a duty 
to be on guard in its behalf.

The 
First National Bank of Goliad, Tex., by W. B. 
Campbell and his associates. The applica- 
tion of the State of Illinois for her share of 
the direct tax—$794,558—was to-day received 
at the Treasury Department. 

The Treasury Department has informed 
the Armour Packing Co. of Kansas City, Mo., 
that tin plate entered at New Orleans before 
July, 1891, willbe dutiableat the rate of 1 
cent per pound. 

The Treasury Department has decided that 
the law which permits grain imported from 
Canada to be ground in the United States and 
returned is not applicable to Mexico.

THE MAN WHO ESCAPED BY SWIMMING.

When Officer Kava-⸗ 
naugh saw the man at the Four Courts he un- 
hesitatingly identified him asthe bold swim- 
mer of the sist inst.

In event that 
nothing can be learned to substantiate the 
murder rumor the prisoner will be sent into 
the First District Police Court to-morrow 
morning on the charge of vagrancy.

Yestérday after the grave had been rounded 
up and the floralemblems placed around it 
people began to pluck the flowers. The police 
were compelled to use their clubs to drive 
away the crowd that were despoiling the 
floralemblems. Curious people from out of 
town had gathered around the Barnum lot 
and were anxious to secure a flower as 
a keepsake. Two men were detailed to 
watch the grave during last night. 
To-day rumors have been freely circulated 
that the body isto be snatched. The family 
have become alarmed and have taken the 
precaution to set watch overthe grave. To- 
night several stalwart men are patroling the 
cemetery. The guard will be kept on for 
some time. 


The Passion Play.“ 


The Passion Play’’ to be given under the 
auspices of the Woman's Humane Society at 
the Exposition next Tuesday week, the 2ist, 
will be an exact representation of the great 
Ober-Ammergau play, which had its origin in 
a vow made in 1633, toavert a pestilence in 
that village. Up to the middle of the 
eighteenth century there was scarcely a 
town of any size in which during Lent, and 
particularly during Holy Week, there were no 
performances of the ‘‘Passion Tragedy.’’ 
The colored views which the ladies have se- 
cured for the occasion are ofthe highest or- 
derofart. The Rev. Dr. Jno. Mathews will 
deliver the lecture, rendering it one of the 
most instrueitve entertainments ever offered 
the citizens of St. Louis. 


Furniture Board of Trade.

Henry M. Stanley in New York. 

NEw YORK, April 11.—Henry M. Stanley, the 
famous explorer, is stopping at the Plaza 
Hotel. He will depart for England next 
Wednesday. Mr. Stanley has issued an ap- 
peal for an extra session of the Senate 
to have ratified the treaty between the 
United States and the Congo free State, 
of which Mr. Stanley is Governor, and also 
what is called the Brussels act, adopted by 
the anti-slavery conference last year. The 
Senate during its last session rejected the 
Brussels act and adjourned without having 
taken any action in regard to the treaty 
which was made in January last. Unless the 


treaty be ratified by July 2 the anti slavery 
conference 


of 1890 will be of no effect.

THE CURSE OF NAAMAN. 


ITS RECENT INVESTIGATION BY THE EN- 
GLISH NATIONAL LEPROSY FUND. 


A Report of the World’s Lepers of To- 
Day—The Hideous Disease Gaining 
Ground in Some Countries — Koch 
Lymph Leprosy Experiments. 


Dr. A. H. Ohmann-Dumesnil of this city 18 
in receipt of the Journal of the Leprosy In- 
vestigation Committee,’’ published by the 
National Leprosy Fund of England, of which 
„H. R. H. the Prince of Wales, K. G., is 
President. It is a remarkable report upon a 
remarkable subject. The National Leprosy 
Fund is an English organization, foundeé for 
the purpose of studyingand fighting with 
scientifiC weapons the dread disease of lep- 


rosy. 

The chief objects of the fund are stated as 
follows: First, the erection of an appropriate 
memorial to Father Damien in the Hawallan 
Islands. Second, the formation ofa fund, 
the interest on which is to be directed to the 
medical treatment and care of indigent 
British lepers in the United Kingdom. Third, 
the endowments of two studentships, the 
holders of which are to investigate the 
disease in the United Kiagdom, in European 
countries and in other parts of the world. 
Fourth, the appointment of a co ission, 
consisting of three members to be appointed 
in England and two by an India Auxiliary 
Committee, for the purpose of studying and 
reporting upon the history of leprosy in the 
British Empire of India. 

In its General Committee the Fund numbers 
such distinguished men as the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the Dukes of Norfolk and West- 
minster, the Rt. Hon. W. E. Gladstone, the 
Rt. Hon. John Morley, Sir William Jenner 
and others. The chairman of the Executive 
Committee is Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild, 
and the bankers for the Fund are 
the Messrs. Coutts, Sir Samuel 
Scott & Co., and the London and 
Westminster Bank. The Leprosy Investi- 
gation Committee, appointed from the Fund 
Board, consists of Sir Joseph Fayrer, K. C. 8. 
I., M. D.; Sir W. Guyer Hunter, K. C. M. G., 
M. P., M. D.; Jonathan Hutchinson, Esq., F. 
R. C. S., F. R. S., and Phineas S. Abraham, 
Esq., M. D. . 

THE INDIAN LEPROSY COMMISSION. 

The Executive Committee appointed a Lep- 
rosy Commission to India for 1890-91, to 
study and report upon the leprosy question 
in India, as follows: Nominated by the Royal 
College of Physicians, Beaven Meane Rake, 
M. D., Medical Superintendent of the 
Trinidad Leper Asylum; nominated by 
the Executive Committee of the National 
Leprosy Fund, George Alfred Buckmaster, 
lecturer on physiology, St. George's Hospital; 
nominated by the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Alfredo Anthunes Kanthack, late of St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital, London. The Indian 
contingent to this commission, appointed by 
the Governor-General of India, to be asso- 
ciated in India with the British commission- 
ers, consisted of Surgeon-Major A. Barclay, 
secretary to the Surgeon-General of India, 
and Surgeon-Major 8. J. Thompson, Deputy 
Sanitary Commissioner of the Second Circle 
inthe Northwest Provinces and Oudt. The 
Journal contains notes of this committee’s re- 
port on leprosy in India and also many other 
careful reports and much correspondence as 
to the existence of leprosy in other coun- 
tries. 

The Ingian Commission visited within the 
past year the Bombay Leper Asylum, the 
European Hospital at Bombay, which re- 
celves lepers as inmates; the Dhurumsola or 
asylum in the same city, where 170 lepers are 
collected, and where a certain number of 
streets are set apart for the accommodation 
of lepers and their families; the David Sas- 
soon Infection Asylum at Poonah, containing 
85 lepers; the two asylums for male and 
female lepers at Belgaum ; 16 
criminal lepers in the Yerronda 
jail at Poonah, and various leper institutions 
at Hyderabad, Madras and other points. The 
great questions investigated were the hered- 
ity of leprosy, its contagious features, the 
propagation of the specific poison through 
an unbroken surface of skin or mucous mem- 
brane, its propagation through a broken sur- 
face of skin or mucous membrane, and its 
propagation through air, water, food, earth, 
etc. Unfortunately the report ofthe com- 
mission is not published in full, but there are 
many interesting sub-reports and scientific 
discussions which throw much light 
on the subject of leprosy in India. 
In addition to its investigations at the points 
already named the Indian Commission visited 
Trichinopoly, Tangore, Madura, Calicut and 
Bungalore, examining a large number of 
cases in Government institutions, as also 
other cases gathered for them by the civil 
surgeons in the districts named. At Manda- 
lay, Moulmein, Thayetmyo and Prome they 
examined 290 lepers and investigated the 
family history of several leprous families. 
Dr. Buckmaster, Surgeon-Major Barclay and 
Mr. Kanthack went through the Central 
Provinces inthe districts of Jubbulpore and 
Nagpore, including the leper asylums at 
Allahabad. The five commissioners met 
again at Calcutta on Jan. 25, and are now 
traveling through the leprous districts of 
Bengal, the Northwest Provinces and the 
Punjaub. 

DISCUSSION OF INDIAN LEPROSY. 


The work of the commission has created 
widespread discussion of leprosy throughout 
India. An exfract from the Times of India is 
given inthe report, taking grounds against 
the theory of leprosy being communicable 
save through inoculation. Mere contact with 
lepers is declared to contain no element of 
danger to the healthy. The article also 
touches upon the question ofthe segregation 
of lepers and urges that it might be tried by 
the governmentin the cases of condemned 
leper criminals before proceeding to whole- 
sale exile of the leprous. The article states 
that ifleprosy were communicable by con- 
tact, Bombay would now number its lepers 
by tens of thousands instead of by hundreds. 
The general opinion formed by the result of 
the work of the commission in India seems to 
be that leprosy in that country is not on the 
increase, and that there is no great danger to 
be feared from the disease if kept under con- 
stant governmental scrutiny. 

THE WORLD’S LEPERS. 

Leprosy in Norway is discussed in the re- 
port by Dr. G. A. Hansen, physician-general 
of leprosy inthe that country. He isa be- 
lever in the existence of the bacillus. lepre 
as the origin of the disease. In 1856 there 
were 2,871 le pers in Norway; now there are 
not 800. Leprosy is treated in several gov- 
ernment asylums, entrance to which is 
compulsory in only a few cases, but lepers 
have been prevented from wandering at 
large about the country. The law compelsa 
leper livingat home to have his own bed, 
eating apparatus, etc., and to have his cloth- 
ing washed separately. If he refuses to com- 
ply with these regulations he is obliged to 
enteran asylum. Dr. Hansen hopes for a 
still more marked decrease of leprosy within 
the next few years. 

Dr. O. Von Peterson of St. Petersburg, 
Russia, reports leprosy on the increase in 
that country and states that there are two 
leper centers in St. Petersburg, the lepers 
being brought in from the Government dis- 
trict. He calculated that there were at pres - 
ent at least 2,000 lepers in Russia. Leprosy, 
in his opinion, occurs independently of cn 
mate, soll or food. He does not think that a 
fish diet is apt to cause or induce the disease. 
The Home Ministry of Russia has become con- 
vinced of the contagibility of leprosy and 
three leper asylums are being erected by the 
Government. In Russian Central Asia there 
are leper asylums, but of a very primitive de- 
scription. 

**Leprosy in Egypt“ is treated of by Dr. A. 
R. Grune, Director of the Egyptian Sanitary 
Department. He knows of 2,058 cases of 
leprosy in that country, but believes the total 
number of lepers to be very much larger. 

‘*Leprosy in South Africa’’ is the theme of 
a communication from Dr. Wm. H. Ross, late 
Medical Superintendent of the Robben 


Island Asylum. The pure native 


races, like the Zulus and 
are seldom afflicted, but eross-breeds show 
a singular tendency to tubercular leprosy. It 
is believed that the Chinese and Japanese 
brought leprosy into South Africa. The 
writer of the official report does not believe 
that a fish diet had any perceptible influence 
in aggravating the disease. He favors the 
establishment of public lazarettos in the 
various districts. In discussing the question 
of contagion Dr. Ross states that the records 
of Robben Island for forty-five years past 
show only one case which really 
had originated outside of the 
leper woods. It occurred in a _ 0boy, 
the son of European parents, who was with- 
out leprous taint. He pricked himself witha 
fish hook belonging to a leper, and years aft. 
erward developed the awful disease, dying of 
leprosy at the age of 21 years. 
THE RAT’S LEPROUS BLOOD. 

Dr. Ross makes the startling statement that 
he believes the special bacillus of leprosy will 
be found to existin the blood of the rat, which 
is so largely consumed as food by the Chinese, 
He urges the advisability of especially inves- 
tigating the origin and progress of leprosy in 
China, Inall his experience with leprosy he 
has never known? a case to be cured. 

In the Island of Mauritius, the average 
number of lepers in the leper asylum has 
been diminishing. There were in 1852, 235 
lepers; in 1883, 237; in 1884, 196; in 1885, 213; in 
1886, 204; in 1887, 209; in 1888, 208, and in 1889, 
191. The report on leprosy in the Seychelles 
contained an instance of achild of leprous 
parents developing tubercular leprosy when 
only a few menths old. It was also stated as 
a remarkable fact that the wounds of leprous 
persons heal quickly, almost by ‘ ‘first inten- 
tion.“ 

In Jerusalem there are at present between 
forty-five and fifty lepers. The disease is on 
the increase, but requires hereditary tend- 
ency for infection. The average length of 
life after the appearance of the disease Is 
from twelve to fifteen years. The disease is 
incurable, but can be eradicated by separat- 
ing the sexes, Leprosy in British Guiana 1s 
believed to be a communicable disease, 
and is thought to have been brought 
originally from India or China. The 
aboriginal Indian tribes of Guiana do 
not suffer from leprosy, although their diet 
consists largely of fish. The warrior tribe of 
natives is the only exception to the non- 
leprous rule. In St. Kitts, West Indies, in 
1817 there were % lepers; in 1854, after strict 
segregation, only 58; in 1872, 72, and at pres- 
ent, with free intercourse, the number has 
increased to 120. 

LEPROSY IN LOUISIANA. 

Leprosy in Loulsiana is reported on at full 
length by Dr. H. W. Blanc, dermatologist to 
the New Orleans Charity Hospital. 
that there are no less than seventy-five cases 
in Loulsiana at the present time, and that the 
number is undoubtedly on the increase. It 
exists both in New Orleans and the country 
parishes, the worst ‘‘leper spot’’ being on 
Bayou Lafourche,* where there are a num- 
ber of leprous families. The eating of un 
cooked animal food is belleved by Dr. Blane 
to be one ofthe dangers of contracting the 
disease. He quotes an instance coming un- 
der his own observation where a mulatto boy 
7 years of age, whose parents were apparently 
free of le prous taint, developed marked tuber- 
cular leprosy. It was learned that for four 
years past raw ham had been one of the chief 
articles of food eaten by him. 

According to Dr. Blanc, a very large ma- 
jority of the Louisiana lepers belong to the 
humblest class of society, who are unable to 
provide themselves with proper food and 
comforts of life. There are exceptions, how- 
ever, in the case of lepers in whose families 
the leprous taint has been known to have 
existed for many years. . 

FATHER DAMIEN’S PROTOTYPE. 

Dr. Blanc refers briefly to the sad story of 
Father Boglioll of New Orleans, who, like 
Father Damien, laid down his life for lepers, 
but who now received the approbation of the 
world for his herote self-sacrifice, as did 
Damien. Father Bogliolihad voluntarily at- 
tended the leprous cases inthe Charity Hos- 
pital at New Orleans, He gave extreme unc- 
tion to two of them, rubbing their hands 
with oll during the administration 
of the rites. He contracted™ the 
hideous disease. It first began with a swell- 
ing of the mucous membrane of the nostrils, 
afterward, passing through all the dread 
stages of leprosy, until in 1880, the devoted 
priest finally dled a leper. One instance of 
the contraction of leprosy by inoculation Is 
given by Dr. Blaue, it being that of a male 
nurse in the hospital whocut himself witha 
razor while shaving, the cut afterwards com- 
ing in contact with aleper’s sores. Another 
case was thatofa woman who stated that 
she had washed the dead body ofa leper 
while her hands were sore. Dr. Blanc also 
mentions the case of a female school teacher 
in Bayou Lafourche who was sickened by 
eating fresh pork and who several months 
afterwards developed the first symptoms of 
leprosy. 

A LOUISIANA LAZARETTO SUGGESTED. 

In concluding his report to the British 
National Leprosy Fund Dr. Blanc urges the 
complete isolation of the Louisiana lepers, 
and suggests the following means of securing 
their perfect segregation. First, the erection 
by the State of a lazaretto for lepers. Sec- 
ond, astrict law compelling physicians to 
reporttothe Board of Health all cases of 
leprosy coming to their knowledge. Third, 
the appointment by the Board of Health of a 
committee of experts to whomall such cases 
shall be referred for diagnosis. Fourth, that 
as soon as a person shall have been declared 
a leper, he shall at once be sent to the lazar- 
etto, all communication with the outside 
world to be interdicted, and Intercourse with 
friends permitted only where bodily contact 
is impossible. 

In reporting on the existence of leprosy in 
Bahia, Dr. Thomas Wright Hill advances the 
theory that leprosy will die out under con- 
ditional and climatic changes. He gives, 
from his own knowledge, an instance of a 
colony of leprous slave families who were 
exiled deep into the forests of Northern Bra- 
zil. After the lapse of many years they 
were visited, and leprosy was found to have 
become extinct. He favors the establishment 
of ‘‘leper colonies’’ rather than hospitals. 
Dr. A. Lutz of Hawali promises to furnish the 
National Leprosy Fund witha full report on 
the lepers of Hawall, among whom he has 
practiced for ten years past. 

THE KOCH LYMPH_IN LEPROSY. 

The result of experiments with the Koch 
lymph in leprosy cases is also given in the re- 
portat some length. The papersare furn- 
ished by several eminent physicians in 
various parts of the world; and the results 
are summed up by the Leprosy Investigation 
Committee as follows: 

It will be seen that the results obtained 
in the above mentioned cases are by no 
means uniform, The instances however are 
too few, and the time elapsed from 
the first inoculations far too short, to 
enable us to arrive at any conclusion as to 
the use of the method in leprosy, but as 
several observors in different countries are 
now investigating the matter, it is to be 
hoped that we shall shortly have a large 
number of cases to consider, and more de- 
finite information on the subject.’’ 

Dr. Ohman Dumesnil owes his receipt ofa 
copy of the ‘‘Journal of the Leprosy Investi- 
nation Committee’’ to his reputation gained 
from deserved prominence in the treat- 
ment of skin diseases, and from his contribu- 
tions to foreign scientific publications. He 
was brought before the public also in connec- 
tion with the strange case of Leper Brennan 
of St. Louis who died at the Quarantine 
Hospital some months ago of that awful and 
apparently mysterious disease,

CHINESE LEPERS. 


They Are Allowed to Roam at Will by the 
British Authorities. 
VicToriA, British Columbia, April 11.—Some 
time ago one of the Chinese lepers was miss- 
ing and has not been heard of until to-day, 
when soldiers unearthed him in the 
military buttes on Beacon Hill, where 
he had been living a hermit life 
for fully six weeks, although 
a thousand people pass the spot and view the 
place where guns could be mounted to rake 
the entire straits. Officials are loud in de- 
nials that there is any leprosy among the 
Chinese here, whereas there are five clear 
cases. The city officials performed the wise 
act of bringing the loathsome object 
into the heart of the city 
and again placed him among the other lepers 
who live, sleep and eat with apparently 
healthy men. The man afterwards disap- 


found a new place of refuge for another 
six weeks. 


The Choctaw Council. 

Paris, Tex., April 11.—- The Choctaw Coun- 
cil adjourned to-day after passing a bill pro- 
viding for the disbursement of the money to 
be received from the Federal Govern- 
ment for the leased district. There was a 
strong fightto let adopted citizens have a 
prorata of the money, but it was decided bya 
large majority that none but Indians by 
blood should get a part of the money. 
A census is to be taken un 
der the supervisſon of the chief 
to ascertain who are entitled to the money, 
which will be paid over as soon asitis re- 
ceived. Orphans will not be paid theirs until 
they become of age. Meantime it will be held 
in the treasury afid draw interest for the 
beneficiaries at 4 per cent per annum.

A SPECIAL CONVENTION OF STRIKERS 
RESOLVE TO REMAIN OUT. 


Continued Arrests—Eviction Notices by 
the Hundred—The Burlington Strike in 
Nebraska—1,000 Shoe Workers Idle 
—Labor News. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 11.—The Eighteenth 
Regiment, N. G. P., returned from the coke 
region late this afternoon. The Tenth Regi- 
ment willremain on guard duty inthe coke 
region indefinitely. The companies have 
been re-distributed, and are now located at 
the Morewood and Standard works, with a 
reserve force at Mount Pleasant. 

A Scottdale telegram says that the special 
convention of strikers adjourned this even- 
ing, after adopting unanimously a resolution 
to continue the strike. 

One man and one woman were arrested to- 
day charged with participating in the raid 
on Whitney’s Works yesterday afternoon. 
They were lodged in jail at Greensburg. 
About twenty persons, mostly women, will be 
arrested on the same charge on Monday. 

It is reported to-night that the larger op- 
erators throughout the region will attempt 
to put their plants in Operation 
on Monday. Hundreds of evic- 
tion notices will de served on the 
occupants of company houses next week, and 
trouble will likely occur when an effort is 
made by the officers to take possession of the 
houses. 

In an interview this evening Mr. H. C. 
Frick says that he will make no concessions 
whatever, and that his proposed scale will 
either be adopted by the men or his plants 
will remain idle indefinitely. 


THE BURLINGTON STRIKE. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 11.—The strike situation 
on the Burlington road is about unchanged 
here, but is fast spreading to other points. 
The yards are heavily guarded by municipal 
police and no overt acts have yet occurred. 
It is rumored that Grand Master Sweeney has 
given the strikers cold comfort. He is re- 
ported as saying that it was a ‘‘scab’’ 
against a ‘‘scab’’ on the Burlington and that 
they should have been let alone.

DENVER, Colo., April 11.—All the switchmen 
of the Burlington roadin this city, twenty- 
five in number, have gone out, and it js prob- 
able that other employes of the road will 
quit work in sympathy with them. This 
strike ts said to be out of sympathy with the 
discharged switchmen at Lincoln, Neb. One 
surprising thing to the Burlington officials is 
the fact brought out by the strike that most 
ofthe switchmen are union men. Only one 
switch engine was working to-day. Switch- 
men of other roads will refuse to handle Bur- 
lington cars. 


DETERMINED MANUFACTURERS. 

Boston, April 11.—At a meeting ofthe Mor- 
rocco manufacturers yesterday a general dis- 
cussion of the surrender of the men took 
place. It was decided to insist that each of 
the strikers make an expressed announce- 
ment of his intention to have nothing further 
to do with the Knights of Labor.

Paris, Tex., April II. — An uncommon phe- 
nomenon is reported to have taken place on 
the prairie in the Creek Nation, thirty-five 
miles west of Eufala, a few days ago. It was 
in the mature of a cyclone, but there 
was nota sign ofa cloud and a more lovely 
spring day cannot be imagined. The prairie 
had been fired to burn it off and as it had not 
been burned in places for years the grass was 
high and dense, and a number of people 
had gathered to control the fre.

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spective lines of endeavor. They have 
filled large places in the history of the 
century and although all have passed the 
time usually allotted for man’s life they 
are still alive, active and vigorous, with 
the exception of Mr. BARNUM, who has 
just passed away. 

Their advice based upon experience is of 
the utmost value. The summary of con- 
ditions to which they ascribe their long- 
continued soundness of mind and body 
embraces moderation in all things, regu- 
larity of habits, daily exercise, active 
occupation, plenty of fresh air and abun- 
dance of sleep.

Many persons, especially those who are 
young and robust, sneer at these simple 
rules of health. They do not feel the 
effects of their violation and find notable 
exceptions to strengthen the theory that 
one cannot control life or health. There 
are exceptions, but the rule holds good. 
Men die early under the conditions named, 
and men sometimes live to old age without 
observing them, but the point to be noted 
is that while they do not absolutely insure 
long life with vigor, they vastly increase 
the probabilities of enjoying it, and anin- 
crease of probabilities, a turning of the 
balance in favor of a certain desired end, is 
generally the best that men can assure 
themselves of in this world. 

It is seldom that the penalties do not 
follow the violations of the laws of nature 
and these great men have done nothing 
more than advise upon their own experi- 
ence the vt observance of nature’s laws. 


THE QUESTION OF CIRCULATION. 


The fifty-one leading advertisers who 
joined in the demand on the newspapers 
of St. Louis to show their circulation rep- 
resent a larger business interest than had 
ever before united in any similar com- 
bined effort to secure a legitimate business 
purpose. They are the leading advertisers 
of the ctty—men of enterprise and intelli- 
gence, men who have built up business 
success by legitimate efforts, and who are 
wide awake to what they are doing. 

Their request was a fair, moderate and 
temperate one, entitled to respect on its 
merits as well as on account of the charac- 
ter and standing of its signers. It com- 
mended itself to the approval of two of 
the three papers to which it was addressed, 
and other newspapers in the city requested 
the privilege of being included in the pro 
posed investigation. The only exception 
was the Republic, which replied with an 
eruption of blackguardism and foul lan- 
guage such as is seldom seen nowadays in 
any city newspaper. Whatever doubt may 
exist as to the circulation of the Republic, 
there is no doubt of its proficiency in black- 
guardism, and its recent issues show a de- 
light in indecency and a fondness for filth 
which fixes its position as a hoodlum or- 
gan in a decent community. 

This remarkable exhibition, however, 
does ot obscure or alter the real issue, 
nor lessen the justice of the demand of the 
advertisers. Their business is largely if 
not wholly with the residents of St. Louis 
and the suburbs, and they are perfectly 
right in their position when they ask for 
proof of the circulation of the various 
newspapers on week days and Sundays re- 
spectively, and in the city and outside of 
it. When their earnest and deliberate de- 
mand is met by an insolent refusal they 
have the remedy in their own hands, which 
is to withhold their advertising from the 
paper which has no known circulation.

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CROP REPORT. 


Favorable Weather in the Northwest— 
Prospects for Fruit. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 11.—The weather 
during the past weekin the spring wheat 
section, including Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas, was generally favorable and seeding is 
well advanced in the southern portion 
of this section: The ground is re 
ported in excellent condition. Inthe western 
portion of the winter wheat region from 
the lower Ohio Valley westward the weather 
was generally favorable for farm work. 
Wheat and grass are growing rapidly and are 
in good condition. Fruit prospects are ex- 
cellent. Cold weather has retarded farm 
work in the eastern portion of the winter 
wheat region, including the States of the 
Ohio valley, although the outlook is much 
better than previously reported, and the 
wheat crop is in fine condition. Work is 
progressing rapidly. Fruit escaped the re- 
cent frost with but little damage. 

In the cotton region the weather was favor- 
able to west of the lower Mississippi, where 
corn is completed and cotton planting in 
progress. In Louisiana frost and ice on the 
4th, Sth and 6th injured all crops in 
some localities, replanting being necessary. 

In the Eastern portion of the cotton region 
the frost of the ith and 6th did considerable 
damage to fruit and vegetables, in some 
localities the early vegetables being totally 
destroyed. The weather was, however, fav- 
orable for planting and farm work is pro- 
gressing rapidly throughout the East, Gulf 
and South Atlantic States, with the outlook 
much more encouraging, 

The frost in Florida on the 5th and 6th 
caused much damage, although not as de- 
structive as wasat first anticipated. From 
reports from fifteen stations in Florida and 
Southeast Georgia, the percentage of 
damage tothe several cropsis about as fol- 
lows: Oranges and lemons, 6 per cent; 
peaches, cotton and potatoes, 2% per cent; 
early vegetables, from 25 to 60 per cent. The 
injury was greatest to melons, of which crop 
much had to be replanted. 

The season continues late and work has 
been delayed in the middle Atlantic and New 
England States. Fruit is backward, and 
the severe frosts have caused some 
damage in the Southern portion of 
the peach region. The temperature fell to 
freezing almost every nightin this section. 
Reports from the Pacific Coast indicate that 
crops are greatly improved by recent rains. 
Farm work is backward in Oregon; prospects 
for all crops never better. California reports 
the largest acreage of whéat in the past eight 
years, with prospects of a large yield. Sugar 
beets looking well; fruit prospects good

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With this fear pushing them on, the 
missing man’s family have used every means 
possible to locate him, and are now in an 
agony of dread as to his fate. 

And yesterday, even while the poice were 
looking for him and his relatives fearing the 
worst, Harig, from his unknown hiding 
place, took steps to let them hear from him. 
Their apprehensions will not be quieted by 
the news coming from the missing man, be- 
cause it is apparent that his sole reason for 
communicating with them was to bid thema 
last farewell preparatory to taking his life. 

THE MISSING MAN. 

Harig is a bookkeeper for a millinery com- 
pany, having an office in St. Louls. He re- 
sided with his young wife and two 
children at 13334 Vandeventer avenue. He 
is well connected, being a son of 
Mr. Clemens Harig of 3712 Delmar avenue 
who is a wealthy liquor dealer. He 18 34 
years of age,and with the exception ofa 
weakness for liquor bore an irreproachable 
character. These facts are necessary toa 
clear understanding of the story to follow. 

Late yesterday afternoon a friend of the 
missing man found upon his desk a bulky en- 
velope, evidently containing many papers. 
He opened the envelope and for a 
few moments was at a loss to 
comprehend the meaning of its contents. 
At last he realized that the communication 
was from Albert J. Harig. There was sever- 
allettersin the packet. One, the largest, 
was addressed to Mr. Samuel Cupples, Presi- 
dent of the Samuel Cupples 
Woodenware Co., and Vice-President 
of the railway company for which 
Harig worked. Another was addressed to 
Mr. Samuel C. Buckingham, Secretary of the 
milling company. These were addressed to 
My Dear Fannie and Beloved Children.’’ 
Still another was addressed to ‘‘My Dear 
Little Florence, the latter being his 
daughter. All of them were written in 
the vein ofa man who had determined upon 
suicide, and in several of the communica- 
tions he plainly intimated his intention of 
taking his life. It also appeared that the 
desperate step was to be taken last night. 

THE MYSTERIOUS LETTERS. 

There was no way of tracing the source 
from which the letters came, nor where they 
Were written, except that some of them bore 
the letter-head of Hurst’s Hotel. Inquiry at 
that place proved that Harig had never 
stopped there. He must have used 
the hotel stationery in the reading-room. 


Beyond that point there was no clew as to his 


whereabouts. So, with the probability of the 
desperate man’s committing suicide last 
night, there was apparently no way of finding 
him or staying him from his rash purpose. 

In addition to his intimation of suicide, the 
letters also contained other scarcely less sen- 
sational matter. The letterto Mr. Samuel 
Cupples wasin the nature of a confession 
and a charge. It was incoherent 
and rambling, but contained statements 
charging that Mr. Cupples was being robbed 
and that the writer had been forced for some 
time past to conceal his knowledge of that 
fact. Details were given as to the 
manner in which the defalcations 
were being committed, and Harig 
wrote in terms of bitter self-reproach for not 
having reported the defalcation to Mr. Cup- 
ples earlier. It closes as follows: 

1 bid you, dear Mr. Cupples, good- 
bye. If my good wife and children 
should want some money until they collect 
the insurance, please loan it to them. My 
wife is noble and good and will pay it back at 
once. Thanks a thousand times for your 
kindness, but my days are past.’’ 

The letter to Mr. Buckingham is in the na- 
ture of a warning against a certain party 
and alludes to the alleged defalcation re- 
ported to Mr. Cupples. It is touching in tone, 
and alludesin closing to a conversation on 
religious topics that had evidently passed 
between the secretary and himself. 

A FAREWELL TO HIS FAMILY, 

The letters addressed to his wifeand chil- 
dren are letters of farewell, and also touch 
upon the alleged defalcations. 
are under various dates, extending as 
far back as March 28, and were evidently 
written in a state of great mental agitation, 
which may have been the result of ex- 
cessive drinking. In the last one, 
dated yesterday, he says in one place: 
nis morning hunger came to me 
and I had no money. Iwenttothe Safe De- 
posit Co. for my box and found that you had 
been there and got its contents, * * * W 
did you not then send out the police to find 
me and save me from a suicide’s gray 
To his little daughter Florence he writes 
as follows:

All the letters are wild and rambiing 
in tone, at times reading almost ine the 
ravings Of a distracted man. It is plain 
throughout, however, that Harig wrote the 
last ones with the determination of ending 
his life immediately afterwards.

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A QUEER REUNION. 


Clark Cas h, Acquitted of Murder, Re- 
marries His Erring Wife. 


SECRETARY GIBSON OF THE ,WHISKY 
TRUST, IN A BAD POSITION. . 


A Child-Wife’s Harsh Experience—Mur- 
derous Mexican Bandite—Startling 
Charges—Hacked to Pieces—A Pension 
Fraud in Jail—Brained With an Ax— 
Other Crimes. 


Darss, Tex., April 11.—Clark Cash has 
been acquitted. Heis the Kentuckian who 
shot E. T. Young, another Kentuckian, down 
in cold blood two months ago for debauching 
Mrs. Cash. The families came from McKin- 
ney, Ky., Young coming to Texas because of 
a dangerous liaison with the woman. Cash's 
divorced wife went to Arkansas City, where 
she lived with her four children on allow- 
ances supplied by the husband and father. 
Young continued to write to her. Cash got 
the letters, followed him to Dallas and killed 
him. 

The defense was insanity and the unwrit- 
ten defense of a wronged husband. The 
State had the depositions in the divorce case 
from Lincoln County, Ky., in which Mrs. 
Cash admitted criminal intimacy with thir- 
teen men, alleging that she succumbed to 
them because they threatened to tell of her 
intimacy with Young if she did not. The 
Court excluded these depositions, so that 
the States side of the case was 
never gotten before the jury, the 
theory being that Cash and his wife are 
tough adventurers, bDiackmailers, etc. The 
verdict met with a hearty approval. 

Cash was remarried to his divorced wife to- 
night. The marriage was exceedingly 
dramatic. The minister who married them, 
their children, their attorneys, and 
a number of others all joined in 
a hearty weeping bee. When the ceremony 
concluded with a dramatie rendering of the 
words: What God has joined together let 
no man put asunder,’’ the man fell as one 
dead upon the floor. The re-made wife leaned 
over him and sought to revive him with tears 
and endearing words. Every one present 
nad in him more sympathy znan he could 
hold, and weeping aloud became general. 
The husband was carried to his room and is 
recovering from his faint. 


GIBSON’S PERIL. 


SMALL POUBT THAT THE WHISKY TRUST SEC- 
RETARY WILL BE FOUND GUILTY. 

CHICAGO, April 11.—The Federal Grand-jury 
this morning practically finished its labors in 
the case of ex-Secretary Gibson of the Whisky 
Trust. To-day’s session was by far the most 
important one held and also the most inter- 
esting. A few fag ends of testimony were 
drawn to complete the chain of circumstan- 
tial evidence and then Thomas Dewar, the 
Government gauger, was called to tell the 
whole story of Gibson’s plot to burn the Shu- 
feldt distillery. Then John Bonfield was 
called and the bottle of phosphorus and the 
infernal machine were produced and placed 
before him as an expert on the subject. 

Bonfield explained to the jury the combus- 
ible nature of the innocent looking liquid. A 
drop or two was placed ona sheet of paper 
and it atance burst into flames. Then Mr. 
Bonfield explained the construction of the 
infernal machine and how it would demolish 
the building ina moment. This was the end 
ot the testimony, besides an exhibit of the 
correspondence between Gibson and Dewar. 
It is thought a true bill will be returned on 
the arrival of Judge Bunn from Milwaukee, 
to act as District Judge in Judge Blodgett’s 
absence and receive it. 


SADLY MISMATED. 


A CHILD-WIFE’S HARSH EXPERIENCES WITH 
HER 40-YEAR-OLD HUSBAND. 


KAN6AS CrTY, Mo., April 11.—In 1887 an elope- 
ment occurred froma farm in Illinols, near 
St. Louls, to that city, where the farmer’s 
daughter, aged 18, married Peter Kaune,a 
wealthy cattle dealer of Bates County, Mo., 
who was nearly % and had been once di- 
vorced. The couple went to Kaune’s farm, 
where fora time all was serene. Some time 
later Kaune, sothe wife alleges, abused her 
because she was unable to make a coat cut by 
a tailor. Then he harshly criticised her 
housekeeping. When a son was 
born he raved and stormed. Last 
spring Kaune brought a Florence 
Presgrow, aged 18, tothe stock farm and al- 
leged that he had adopted her. Every day 
i® took her riding and on his return abused 
and cursed her. December 27 last the couple 
separated and Kaune gave his wife $600 and 
forty acres of land. 

Two weeks ago Mrs. Kaune received a com- 
munication from her husband, in which he 
said he intended to sue for a divorce. He 
wanted her to return to him his 
contract, most of the terms of 
which he had not yet fulfilled. 
As a special inducement he closed his com- 
munication with lou know lam a desperate 
man. Mrs. Kaune forstalled her husband 
by filing her own suit for divorce and 
alimony, and holding tight to her contract in 
spite ofappearances. She stoutly maintains 
the imnocence of Miss Presgrow, who is to 
appear as her witness at the trial of the case. 
Kaune is said to have deserted his first wife 
while she was on a train. She sued for 
divorce and got a decree and $1,500 alimony. 


STILL AT LARGE. 


LOUIS BULLING, THE ESCAPED MURDERER, 
STILL BAFFLES PURSUIT. 

St. Josern, Mo., April 11.—Not a trace has 
yet been secured of Louis Bulling, the wife 
murderer sentenced to be hanged April 17, 
who escaped from the Savanah (Andrew 
County) jail on the morning of Friday, April 
10. Thereis positive evidence in the hands 
of the police that the fugitive was seen in St. 
Joseph Friday morning at 9 o’clock, at which 
time he was seen by two young men, Louis 
Myers and Richard Martin, in the southern 
part of the city near the home of his mother. 
Athorough search of the city by the pplice 
failed to unearth him. The rewards offered 
for his arrest now aggregate $350. 0 

A prisoner in the Savannah Jall named Lee 
Harriman is believed to have been the leader 
in Bulling’s jail break. He is an expert jew- 
ler and hard metal worker, and is serving 
one year for coin sweating. While in the 
Buchanan County Jail the Sheriff gave 
him some privileges above other 
prisoners, as is the custom in all 
jails, and Harriman was charged with 
locking the other prisoners up every night. 
When Starkey, the Alton murderer, was 
placed in jail here about two months ago 
Harriman locked him ina cell with a sawed 
bolt on it. The fact was discovered by Jallor 
Spratt andthe possible escape of the mur- 
derer prevented. Harriman being a United 
States prisoner he had the privilege of being 
confined in any jail in the district he 

choose and he availed him- 

a month or 

so ago and was changed to the Savannah 

Jail, though why he should prefer Savannah 

to the jail here is now a that is 

believed to have some connection with the 

escape of Bulling. Such a man as Harriman 

would be convenient in an effort to break 

zall, and this may account for his request for

ENTIRELY TOO HUMANE. 
Ontcaco, III., April 11.—In a $2,000 damage 
this morning in the Superior Court 
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the lovers quarreled, and presents and 
letters were returned. March 3, while her 
brother had gone for a doctor, the door bell 
rang and the young lady heard a noise out- 
side. Feeling rather nervous, she put her 
brother’s revolver in her pocket and went to 
the door, to find her former lover, Geo. W. 
Little, Jr., and his brother, Albert. They de- 
manded admittance. She refused, and a 
struggle followed. The young woman fired 
the revolver without effect. Before she could 
defend hersel!, she says, the men seized the 
pistol and dragged her into the street. 
Through a pouring rainstorm, she says, she 
was dragged to the home of Little, 
confined there until morning and 
shipped to the Detention Hospital. 
Miss Munson says she was held there 
several days on the information of Mrs.Little, 
and that she was at last released through the 
efforts of her brother. Her parents were not- 
ned and came here from Washington and 
nursed their daughter through a serious Ul- 
ness following her experience in the hospital. 
She then went on to Washington, leaving her 
case in the hands of a lawyer. The Littles 
justify their action on the ground of pure 
humanity. They had all along considered 
Miss Munson insane, and agree that her ac- 
tions at the door confirmed this belief. They 
took her to the hospital in the hope of curing 
her malady. 


STARTLING CHARGES. 

TOPEKA, Kan., April 11.—The creditors of 
the United States Savings Bank, which faſled 
amonth ago, met to-day to elect a perma- 


nent assignee. The clerk’s office was crowded [ 


with men and women whose hard-earned 
dollars had been intrusted tothe corporation. 
A sensation was created when Capt. Leland 
J. Webb asked to be allowed as a creditor to 
say afew words before any further action 
had been taken. Webb said: 

‘‘I have taken considerable trouble to in- 
vestigate the affairs of this corpora- 
tion, and I find that the officials 
of the United States Bank have 
been guilty of lying and perjury 
from the time they made an application fora 
charter atthe State-house down tothe last 
paper they have drawn, not only this, but 1 
find they have never had the capital they 
represented. Instead of having $261 ,00 
capital, as they said they had, 
I find that they had more than 
$100,000 less than that amount. I don’t be- 
lieve it is to the interest of the creditors to 
elect an assignee to be the tool of these 
crooked officials. and I don’t believe it is to 
the interest of the creditors to elect a man 
who is not personally inte rested as a creditor 
or a shareholder.’’ 

The clerk began calling the ust of credi- 
tors. Some voted for Lowe and others for 
Bryan Roberts, but probably not one-third 
of those present voted. Itwas found that 
two-thirds had not voted and no choice was 
made. The affairs of the bank will be invest- 
igated by the court. The stock is held 
principally in the East. 


A CARNIVAL OF BLOODSHED. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Aprilil.—A bloody af- 
fray occurred at Alf Skinner’s lumber camp 
near Ryno, in Randolph County, Thursday, 
the particulars of which reached Little Rock 
to-night. The fight occurred at Jack Cass!i- 
dy’s boarding-house. Cassidy came home 
drunk and began abusing his wife and finally 
struck her. William Smith, a boarder, in- 
terfered, which so enraged Cassidy that he 
drew alarge pocket knife, cutting Smith in 
the shoulder and stabbing him in the abdo- 
men, the latter wound proving fatal. Cassidy 
ran outof the house and in the yard met Alf 
Skinner, who told him he had killed Smith. 
„Well, ifIhave killed him, said Cassidy, 
I' have to leave the country, but before I 
go away I'll kill another —.’’ Cassidy 
then plunged his knife into Skinner’s shoul- 
der. The latter drew a revolver and fired at 
Cassidy, the ball entering his bowels. Cas- 
sidy was taken into the house and died a few 
hours afterwards. Skinner was stabbed in 
the lung and it is expected he will die.

It 
transpires that Hitchcock killed the man in 
self-defense. He wants the Legisiature to 
give him the money so he can exist till death 
comes. Thecase excites sympathy. Hitch- 
cock’s amazement at railroad trains, tele- 
graph and telephone is pathetic. The bill, if 
passed would establish bad precedent, and it 
will probably be killed. 


MURDEROUS MEXICAN BANDITS. 

EAGLE Pass, Tex., April 1l.—News received 
here reports a terrible occurrence near 
Lerdo, on the Mexican Centralroad. Last 
Tuesday evening, after the arrival of the 
south bound train, Juan Roderiguez, a clerk, 
with the driver and porter, started in a 
wagon with the express matter for the com- 
pany’s office at Lerdo, three miles distant. 
About a mile from the town some dozen men 
concealed in the bushes fireda volley on the 
clerk and bis two companions. At the same 
time several mounted men charged on the 
wagon. The driver fell dead from his seat, 
but Roderiguez and the porter, though 
wounded, managed to get off. The clerk 
started for Lerdo, but fell dead as he reached 
the gate of the Municipal Custom- house. 
The band captured the wagonand got away 
with the contents, which included less than 
$200 in cash. 


HACKED TO PIECES. 
GAINSVILLE, Tex., April ll.—News reached 
here this evening of a fatal stabbing affray 
between William Ungerwoodand his neigh- 
bor, Bill Brannon, near the home of the for- 
mer, inthe Indian Territory. Both parties 
formerly resided near this city and were 
prominent farmers and good citizens.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 11.—Ed Strange, a 
farmer living near Oneonta, Ala., accident- 
ally shotand killed his wife late yesterday 
evening, whilehandlingarifie. His wife was 
sitting near and he was preparing the rifie to 
Killa hawk, whenthe gun went off, shooting 
her through the heart. She died in a few 
minutes. The neighbors are suspicious of 
the affair,as this is Strange’s second wife 
and they have not lived happily together. 
Foul play is hinted at. 


BRAINED WITH AN AX. 

JACKSON, Miss., April 11,—Anna Burnett, a 
negress, was lodged in jail here to-day for 
the murder of her husband, Henry Burnett. 
His head was split open with an ax. She con- 
fesses the crime, and her story is that before 
daylight yesterday morning her husband or- 
dered her to get up and get breakfast.

A PARODY RECITED BY THE FX-MAYOR 
THE CAUSE OF THE RUPTURE. 


Ex-Mayor Allen Threatens to Whip Mayor

FINE INDIAN LANDS. 


Bhawnees and Pottawatomies Receive 
Their Allotments. 

Paris, Tex., April 11.—The Pottawatomie 
reservation, lying east of the southern por- 
tion of Oklahoma proper, contains 575,000 
@cres, out of which 2,000 Indians have re- 
ceived allotments of 100 acres each. The land 
is among the finest in the Territory and is 
thickly covered with timber. Many streams 
furnish power for mills and factories 
and a number of these Indians 
have held their lands in severalty 
for several yearsand by their treaty they 
agreed to make all their selections by Feb. 8, 
1601. Congress, however, extended the time 
until April 8 and every Shawnee and 
Pottawatomie who were entitled to allot- 
ments inthe reservation have taken their 
allotments and the books have been closed. 
The records will now be forwarded to Wash- 
ington, where they will be examined, and if 
found correct, will be approved. The reser- 
vation will then be ready for the occupation

TWO CINCINNATI WORKMEN KILLED BY 
CAVING CELLAR WALLS.

The Sequel to a Famous Trial—A Drunken 
Butcher’s Ghastly End—Stricken With 
Paralysis—Torn on the Track—Died of 
Her Burns—A Brakeman’s Mishap— 
The Day’s Disasters. 


CHEBOYGAN, Mich., April 11.—James and 
John Gillespie own a small logging camp 
three miles from Mullet Lake, twelve miles 
south of here. The two brothers were work- 
ingin the woods yesterday when James’ ax 
slipped and cutaterrible gash in his leg. 
John bound up the gash and started to carry 
James to the nearest house. The load and 
the deep snow were too much for him, and, 
with night coming on, he had but little 
chance of getting home. James ordered 
his brother to run to the near- 
est house and get help, leaving 
him alone. John did so, and was 
goon at the village, where a crowd was raised 
to bring in the wounded man. 

A tramp of over a mile brought them to the 
vicinity, and shouts were sent up to cheer 
James. No answer was returned, but instead 
came savage replies from a lot of wolves. The 
crowd pushed forward only to find a pack of 
wolves fighting over a lot of bones and cloth - 
ing where John had left his brother a short 
time before, while all around the snow was 
stained with blood. The rescuing party were 
unarmed, save with axes, but they chased 
the wolves offand brought the bones back 
for burial. 


TWO WORKMEN BURIED ALIVE. 
CINCINNATI, O., April 11.—At 4:30 this even- 
ing a roar like distant thunder came from the 
corner of Fifth and Race streets. People by 
hundreds rushed to the scene where the 
earth walls of the. excavation for the 
Perin building, the deepest ever 
made in the city, had caved in. 
Fifteen masons were working on the 
foundations. All escaped but two. One was 
young Paul Glenn, aged 28, son of Contrac- 
tor George Glenn, who has charge of the 
work. He was soon taken out lifeless. The 
other man, William Gibson, a stonemason, 
aged 50, wastaken out dead. The crews of 
several patrol wagons andthe firemen from 
the central firé station extracted the dead. A 
mule and cart belonging to Glenn were en- 
tombed, but the animal was not killed. 


TORN ON THE TRACK. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 11;—T. Hogue,a 
brakeman on the Louisville & Nashville Rall- 
road, fellfrom a freight train about half a 
mile south of Saundersville at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning and was killed. Hogue was 
running on south-bound freight No. 13, and 
was missed shortly after leaving Saunders- 
ville. Noone had seen him disappear, and 
Conductor Molan sent one of his men back to 
look for Hogue. The engineer of another 
freight train, which was closely following 
No. 18, discovered Hogue lying alongside the 
track and stopped and picked him up. He 
was dead when found, and itis supposed 
death was instantaneous, as his skull was 
crushed, his left leg broken and his right arm 
fractured. Hogue was about 30 years old and 
lived in Bowling Green, Ky. 


A DRUNKEN BUTCHER'S GHASTLY FATE. 

CHICAGO, III., April 11.—Charles Jones, a 
butcher, employed at the corner of Fortieth 
and Van Buren streets, was found inthe 
shop at this place this morning lying upon 
the floor with his skull fractured and with a 
bad cut above his right eye.

SCENE OF THE MIRACLE. 

The order of the Visitation Nuns isa clois- 
tered order. Theconvent stands somewhat 
back from the street, in spacious grounds, on 
Cass avenue, between Nineteenth and 
Twentieth streets, a peaceful religious home. 
Little is known of the calm and sweet life 
of the Visitation Sisters heyond their 
educational work, and a story concerning 
them sounds, to the great world, almost as if 
told of the inhabitants of some distant and 
more tranquil planet. The story of Sister 
Mary Philomena is full of almost medieval 
fascination. It was told toa PosTt-DISPATCH 
reporter yesterday by the young Sister her- 
self; told with a smiling face and ina glad 
voice that bore witness to the joy of sudden 
relief from sickness and suffering. 

By Sister Mary Philomena’s side as she 
spoke sat the Sister Infirmarian of the Con- 
vent and another of the older Visgita- 
tion Sisters, both of whom were 
deeply interested in the narrative. 
It was frequently interrupted by hurried vis- 
ts tothe cellof the Mother Superior on the 
floor above, to which she was confined dy a 
slight indisposition. Sister Mary Philomena 
was willing and§glad to tell all about 
the miraculous cure of whichshe was the 
central figure, but then some points arose 
upon which the Mother had to be consulted. 
Before she had concluded the young Sister sat 
with the blessed relic in her hands to which 
she attributed her deliverance. The relic 
was a small fragment of linen that had once 
touched the heart of the biessed Sister Mar- 
garet Mary, dead these hundred years and 
more. 

STORY OF SISTER MARY PHILOMENA. 

For the past five years Sister Mary 
Philomena, one of the youngest Sisters in the 
convent in this city, had suffered from what 
was believed to be an abscess that threatened 
final injury tothe brain. The first symptoms 
of the disease developed in an abscess of the 
ear. This was followed by agonizing pains 
in the head, swelling of the face, neck and 
left shoulder, and a sensation as if there 
were a constant boring into the brain. From 
year to year these forms of suffering re- 
mained, until at last the young Sister was al- 
most a constant invalid, the strange pain in 
the head settling in the left upper 
portion, and never ceasing. Last January, a 
new feature of the disease developed. Twice 
a Cay the sister would be thrown into a high 
fever, her temperature sometimes rising as 
high as 120, and always reaching 112, which is 
higher than the danger point. Then came a 
development that caused the deepest appre- 
hension. At times there would appear 
around the young sister's eyes a discolora- 
tion and swelling as of coagulated blood 
caused by a terrine blow. At first this new 
symptom was accompanied by bleeding of 
the nostrils and ears, but Anal- 
ly actual hemorrhage of the 
eyes followed, and blood would drip from 
them for hours at a time, Partial bilind- 
ness resulted from these strange attacks, a 
blindness so nearly total that Sister Mary 
Philomena would be unable to distinguish the 
“ister Infirmarian or the Mother Superior in 
their frequent visits to the cloisterea cell, 
which stood between those of the two named.

FREAK OF A JUSTICE’S JURY. 


They Decide That an Agent for Property 
Can Override the Owner. 


A jury in Justice James J. Spaulding’s 
Court yesterday afterhoon decided that the 
acting agent of property for the owner pos 
sesses higher powers than the property. 
owner himself. This came out in the case 
of Mrs. Mary C. Humphrey and Mrs. 
Julia ©. January for the possession of the 
premises at 416 and 4168 North Sixth street, 
now occupled by one Jacob Fraley. The 
latter became possessed of a lease on the 
premises, which expired March 7 last, at the 
rate of $200 per month, and which he sought 
to renewatthe same rate. James M. Car- 
penter, the agent, verbally consented tothe 
re-lease, and sent the papers on to the 
owners, who reside in Louisville, Ky. In due 
time the lease was returned unexecuted to 
the agent, who shortly afterward had an op- 
portunity to lease the premises at the rate of 
$250 a month, the papers being duly executed. 
Fraley refused to give possession, where- 
upon this sult was brought under the unlaw- 
ful detainer act. The jury by its decision 
virtually declared that a mere acting agent, 
without any written authority, possesses 
higher powers than the owner in fee simple. 
The case was immediately appealed.

The Ups and Downs in Grain Speculation— 
A Big American Wheat Crop Against a 
Short European Yield—’Change and 
Street Items. 


Win the promised big American wheat crop offset 
the shortage in Europe? That isa question. Wheth- 
er tis better to take the chances of a 280 or more ad- 
vance in selling short fora 50 or 100 decline, or 
roost upon the fence and watch the procession go by. 
is what is troubling the brains of a good many specu- 
lative traders just now. The Government April re- 
port on the winter wheat crop is all that could be 
asked for; in fact it was generally better than was 
j expected, That the condition was bound to be an 
exceptionally high one was sure, as every State re- 
port and all the private advices from the flelds have 
been of the nest, and the 96.9 per cent of the Gov- 
erument only places the official stamp of 
authenticity upon the State and private 
reports that have been received. While 
the winter wheat crop isin such splendid shape, the 
lateness of the season is holding back the spring 
wheat seeding and there is still the vicissitude of a 
backward season to go through with for both the win- 
terand spring wheat crops; not to speak of the Hes- 
sian fly that the government says infested the plant 
last December and may yet develop serious injury 
to winter wheat. It was believed that a high-condi- 
tion report of the government would have a depress- 
ing effect upon the markets, both of this country and 
in Europe. The depression on this side was very 
short-lived and none at all was seen abroad, save in 
Liverpool, where there was the usual Saturday dull- 
ness and easing off. The foreigners are still 
buying wheat from us, and having about exhausted 
the cheap wheat of the Pacific Coast and the off 
grades in markets east of the Rockies, are now lying 
in the new crop options of July and August. 


Purchases of these two months in this market lor 


exporters’ account have been heavy during the past 
fewdays. Whether they will ship the wheat when 
these months arrive and the wheat is delivered them, 
or whether they sell it all out on a good buige in 
price, remains to be seen. Foreigmers are no chumps 
when it comes to playing the American game of grain 
speculation, and all those purchases may be for a big 
scalp. On the other hand they know a great deal 
more about the crop deficiency and requirements 
abroad than we do, and may want every bushel they

NEWS FROM THE MINES. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE GREAT 
CARBONATE CAMP. 


The Pocahontas Shaft Cleaned of Water— 
Output of the Smelters for March—The 
Dunkin and the Hibernia—Operations 
in the Sellers—Local Mining Notes. 


LEADVILLE, Oolo., Aprilll.—The importance 
of the recent emptying of the Pocahontas 
shaft will be recognized when it is said that 
for more than three years these people have 
been unable to get below the pump station, at 
the 275 foot level. It is true that some little 
ore has been mined from that level, but the 
ore dips out of it to the West, and must be 


sunk about 415 feet, butitis only since the 
Sixth street people have done such energetic 
pumping that the Pocahontas folk have been 
able to get their big pumps to work. - 
tween these united pumpings the water 

at last been removed, andthe gump at the 
bottom is being cleared out preparatory to 
drifting out tothe West to intercept the ore 
chute on its dip. A further advantage has 
been gained by this unwatering, and that is 
the new Gray Eagle shaft can be carried down. 
As the readers of the Post-DIsPpaTcn have 
been Informed, this shaft struck the por- 
phyry and water at the same time, at a depth 
of 800 feet from the surface. This stopped all 
work there, but now an additional amount of 
boiler power will be placed over that shaft 
andthe sinking resumed. This also reacts 
on the two Sixth Street shafts, as it shows 
that the basin in which they are located is 
being drained. 

The Sixth Street folk have the water below 
the Worthington pump station, or toa point 
nearly three hundred feet from the surface, 
and would have had it still lower but for the 
fact that they have been delayed by the 
breaking of one of the big Cameron sinkers. 

The showing made by the smelters for the 
month of March is excellent, and proves that 
the shipment of lead carbonate ores from the 
Henriett and Maid of Erin Consolidation to 
them instead of to the valley smelters, as 
heretofore, is an important factor in their 
successful treatment of the dry and silicious 
ores. 

The St. Louis Smelting 4 Refining Oo, had 
all four stacks in blast during the month, also 
the roasters, and treated 3,000 tons of crude 
ore with a bullion product of 275 tons. More 
ore was purchased by them in March than in 
any other month since November last. 

SMELTERS IN FULL BLAST. 

The American Smelting Co. treated about 
5,600 tons of ore with five stacksin blast, 
producing about 610 tons of bullion, while the 
Arkansas Valley Smelter put through seven 
stacks, including the slag furnace, about 7,- 
000 tons with a bullion product ot 680 tons. 
The Elgin Smelter only ran one furnace, 
treating about 1,500tons of crude ore and 
producing about 110 tons of bullion. The ship- 
ments are steadily increasing, and the stocks 
Of ore on hand at the different smelters is 
about what they were on Jan. 1, 1891. 

Ballon, ore factor and broker, shipped to 
the Valley Smelters 10,866 tons, 2,944 tons of 
which were from Aspen. 

The old leases on the Mikado having lapsed 
new ones have been granted, and the 
sulphide bodies on the lower level are again 
being worked. Onthe upper levels the two 
or three sets of leases are doing very well. 
Probably about twenty-five tons a day are 
being shipped from this property. 

The Dunkin Mining Co. have leased the por- 
tion of their mine beretofore reserved for 
their own work, and will do the hoisting for 
the new lessees. They will probably sink No. 
(shaft soon, as in opening up the ore body 
from which they have been shipping, it was 
found that it had split the dolomite lime- 
stone, and the chances are much in favor of 
their encountering the other portion of the 
chute under this formation. 8o much devel- 
opment is going on in the company’s proper- 
ty at Breckinridge that nearly all of the man- 
ager’s time is taken up there, hence the leas- 


ing. 

South of the Dunkin the Hibernia folk have 
been sinking a shaft, as already reported, 
and have it down now about 400 feet. They 
are still in white porphyry, though consider- 
able change is noticeable in the character of 
the rock. 

There is some talk of a sale on the A. . 
and Minnie, an option having been asked for 
and a price of $5,000,000 set upon the property. 
There is probably more than this in sight in 
the mine. 

WORK ON THE SELLERS. 


Adjoining the A. F. and Minnie, the Col. 
Sellers is doing a dealof work, though atten- 
tion is more particularly turned to the min- 
ingof sulphide concentrating ore, the mill 
running night and day on this, and treating 
about ninety tons of. crude ore during the 
twenty-four hours. 

Small Hopes is putting out about 2,000 tons 
a month, doing a lot of prospecting on virgin 
ground and is looking well everywhere. 

The Almeda, on Iowa gulch, has been 
leased to the Seek No Further people, they 
having come to the conclusion that it is from 
that property that ore came that was found 
and reported to the PosT-DiIsPaTcH at the 
time—in the channel in the level near the 
surface. In order to prospect this ground 
thoroughly the bed of Iowa gulch is to be 
turned, and a tunnel started low down in the 
bluffs. 

A strike occurred inthe new shaft on the 
Nisi Prius at a depth of 55 feet. Tais is a fine 
high grade ocherish ore, and is 6 feet in 
thickness at present writingand still going 
down in the bottom. It is without doubt a 
portion of the chute met with in the tunnel 
workings on the south side of Printer Boy 
bill. 

The Reed National is now down 88 feet in its 
vein without reaching the first wall. Sinking 
is much delayed on account of the fact that 
sand chokes the pumps to such an extent as 
to necessitate frequent stoppages. The Maid 
of Erin Consolidated is doing a lot of work 
looking to the vigorous shipment of ores dur- 
ing the coming season. They are already 
putting out about 60 tons per day of lead car- 
bonate ore and will average 75 tons a day of 
sulphide. The connection has been made 


of the Adams, and a body of ore is being 
mined close to the line. This big chute is 
likely to prove a fissure, as at the 750-foot or 


through the quartzite, which is very hard 
and white. Connection has also been made 
with the Big Chief workings. and all ore from 
that mine is now hoisted through the Maid of 
Brin shaft. 

THE MORNING AND EVENING STAR. 


Both the Morning and Evening Star mines 
are doing well and a lot of new work is going 


so that the outlook there is extremely favor- 
able.

THE ADAMS UPPER LEVELS. * 

The upper carbonate levels of the Adams 
are coming to the front again, as the Orok - 
um lessees, in whatis known as the Lane 
Slope, have come upon about 12 feet of good 
lead carbonate. The discovery shaft has 
been put in perfect order, and the main drift 
has also been connected with the body of Gre, 
of which mention was made when referring 
to the work at the Maid of Erin. 

As the snow goes off the Robinson district 
begins to take on new life, a lease having 
been given on the old No, 1 chute, from which 
so much rich ore was taken. The Champion 
is also shipping, as is the New York. The big 
tunnel on the White Quail has gotten into the 
chute again, t having been lost for more 
‘than four months. They have an immense 
body disclosed and have contracted for an 
output of 100 tons a day asastarter. Several 
other mines are opening out, but the snow is 
still about three feet on a level, which im- 
pedes the hauling very much. 

The new shaft on the Bangkok Cora-Belle is 
now down more than seventy feet, and ma- 
chinery is going over it at once. .

CARTHAGE, Mo., April 11.—Our mines are 
still making headway and are regarded as 
being the backbone of the business of this 
section of the country. They furnish employ- 
mentall the year round, and no conditions 
prevail strong enough to detract from their 
worth tothe people forany great length of 

ime. Thespring elections demanded some 
nsideration, but the persistent industry of 
the people kept them from wasting much 
time. Municipal government, school man- 
agement and other branches of political 
strife only commanded so much attention as 
was necessary to make sure of the election of 
good mento office. The‘‘main chance’’— 
i.e., the developement of the mineral re- 
sources of the county—commands constantly 
the best energies of the people. The week 
has been fruitfuland well deserved success 
has cometomany operators. New strikes 
are reported from many sections and a large 
output was recorded in all the camps. 

The operators are now quietly watching the 
markets in anticipation ofa rise in price, as 
it is believed the demand for mineral is 
likely to increase. During the past week a 
goodly number of investors have visited the 
mines and capitalists from Indiana, Penn- 
sylvania and New York have secured inter- 
ests in different camps. The certainty they 
observe for safe investments leads them to 
secure whenever opportunity presents. 

It is more difficult at this time to obtain 
possession of mining property than in earlier 
days, as many of the early comers are trying 
to take up all the land they can, knowing, as 
they do from past experience, the outcome of 
prospecting on new land will be sure to give 
them large returns.

A SINGULAR VAGABOND. 


He Causes Much Comment and Alarm 
About Holt’s Prairie, III. 


Horr's Pratrgiz, II., April 11.—For more 
than a year, at intervals, the peace and quiet 
of this community have been disturbed by 
the visits of a man who seems to have no 
legitimate business, During the month of 
May, 1890, he is said to have slept at night in 
astable loft among some sheaf-oats, at a 
place three-quarters of a mile southwest of 
Denny Station, on the Cairo Short Line. 
During the day he roams the woods with a 
gunand drawing knife. With the gun he 
shoots quail and squirrels (a violation of law) 
and with the drawing knife peels bark from 
trees (another violation of law). He came 
here this last time about two weeks ago, and 
inafew days afterhe camea United States 
officer wasin the prairie looking for him for 
some Offense committed against the Govern- 
ment and people.

He shot a squirrel a few days and one 
of the neighbors, who happened be buta 
few steps away, went up to him. He said to 
the neighbor, If I had not known you I 
should have shot you, for I will not allow a 
strange man to approach me.

AN ENCOURAGING DIAGNOSIS. 


Prospects for thé Coming Summer in the 
Stock Market. 


@ question saised nearly a month ago as 
to whether Wall street was not approaching 
an important turning point is being gradual- 
ly answered. At that time stress was laid 
upon the fact that the misfortunes of Ru- 
ropean bankers anda investors on account of 
their infatuation with South American se- 


curities were rapidly passing into the back- 
ground, andit was also asserted that the 
menace of legislation adverse to our Western 
trunk lines was likely to come to naught. 
Since then there have been two 
or three incidents growing out 
of the Argentine collapse which have 
disturbed financiers and speculators both at 
home and abroad, but none has left its mark 

upon the monetary situation. The Bank 

of France has tided over the banking corpo- 
ration, which had become involved on ac- 
count of its interest in Argentine securities, 
and the collapse of the London house of 
Murietta & Co. bas been averted by the 
transfer of its estate to a corporation. 
It is argued by some that these 

transactions are unwise, and that 
it would be much better in the long run, if all 
the concerns which have suffered and been 
breught low through the inflation of South 
American credits, had been allowed to col- 
lapse and forced to liquidate their accounts 
at panic prices. It is difficult to see the force 
logie of that argument, except from the 
point of view of a bear upon the security 
market. 

The view is such a narrow one that it would 
not be accorded serious consideration, ex- 
cept for the fact that it is held and advo- 
cated by some people of importance or infiu- 
ence in the Wall street community. Fortun- 
ately, in spite of their barbaric desire for 
general disaster, every interest, the solvency 
of which is of importance to the community 
and commercial world, has been succored, 
and in consequence confidence is gradually 
being restored. 

In this country the most tangible, and at 

the same time the most important progress 
that has been made toward the restoration of 
confidence has been the successful opposition 
to all anti-railroad and anti-property legis- 
lation in those Western States where it was 
most feared. 

The stock market has been rising gradually 
as that pressure was removed, and now an 
impetus of a positive character is looked for. 
The evidence of its approach is found first in 
the prices of grain and provisions and the 
broadening speculation in both. Every fresh 
report relative to the foreign agricultural 
situation more than confirms previous 
ones as to the shortage of the Eu- 
ropean wheat crop. At the same 
time our on crop reports are more encour: 
aging every day. The season is late, but 
conditions are all that could be desired. The 
outlook, in a word, is for short crops abroad 
and abundant ones here. The merest novice 
in commercial affairs knows what such a 
combination of circumstances means, 
Should present prospects be realized it mat- 
ters little how much specie the United States 
exports this spring. It will all have to come 
back next fall, and more too. No amount of 
premium on gold bars will prevent the move- 
ment. 

In the circumstances it can readily be seen 

why the shares of the so-called- Granger 
Trunk lines have reflected a greater specu- 
lative interest than any others, They suf- 
fered the most in price, while earnings were 
good, because it was foreseen or feared that 
through crop failures and threatened legis- 
lation they would be reduced to their recent 
level in the market. Now tbe situation is 
changed, Menace has proved impotent to 
harm them and the outlook for an enormous 
traffic, though some months remote, was 
never brighter than it is to-day. Wall street 
is sure to discount whatever of good it can 
foresee, as for three years past it has been 
concentrating its attention upon evils which 
are now history. Fortunately the movement 
in the Granger stocks is not an isolated one, 
Coincident with the improvement in them, 
the market for industrial securities has been 
broadening in response to a growing appe- 
tite for securities of that character. There 
seems also to be a sort of unanimity of action 
on the part of those who have large interests 
in the market, for signs are not lacking of a 
disposition to take advantage of the clearer 
atmosphere and brighter firmament to nurse 
confidence into a fresh growth.

THE PLANS STOLEN FROM THE OFFICE 
OF THE COUNTY JUDGE. 


Persons Hostile to the Enterprise Believed 
to Have Taken the Papers—The Matter 
Now Under Investtgation— History of 
the Project—Arkansas News. 


LITTLE RooK,Ark., April 11.—The disappear- 
ance fromthe County Judge's office of the 
plans of the free bridge has been a subject of 
much comment the past two or three days. 
It is charged that persons hostile tothe loca - 
tion of the bridge at the foot of Main street 
had something to do with their disappear- 
ance, while others contend that they were 
taken by one of the disappointed bidders. 
The facts have been laid before the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, who will callthe Grand-jury’s 
attention tothem when they meet in May. 
Arguments on the petition forthe injunction 
to restrain the commissioners from award- 
ing the contract will be made before Chan- 
cellor Carroll on Tuesday. There are several 
fine legal points involved in the controversy, 
and the same argument will be advanced in 
support of the petition that will be used 
in a few days in an important 
dase pending in the United States Circuit 
Court which will be heard by Judge Caldwell. 
This case is onein which W. H. Thompson, 
Cashier of the Boatmen’s Savings Bank, is 
the plaintiff, and Searcy County, Ark., is the 
defendant. The suit is brought to recover 
$18,000 of county warrants, being a part of an 
issuance of $32,000 for building à court - house 
at Marshall. The defense sets up that the 
levying court had appropriated §22,000 for the 
purpose of building the court-house, and 
that, without any further appropriation by 
the levying court, the County Judge entered 
into a contract to pay $82,000 for the building, 
and that, therefore, the contract is void. 
The defense further holds that the court- 
house actually cost only $11,000, and for that 
reason the issuance of the $32,000 in warrants 
is void. The attorneys for the plaintiff, who 
holds these warrants, are Harry Hill of St. 
Louis and U. M. and G. B. Rose of this city,

Forsome inexplicable reason the 
former board seemed loath to touch this sub- 
ject. When the men are at the tape in any 
racing event, beit handicap or otherwise, 
the chances of each contestant are supposed 
to be as nearly equal as the governors of 
racing matters can possibly make them, and 
itcannot be fairly claimed by any justice- 
loving man that they are so, when poss!i- 
bly one or two of the men are 
mounted on the balloon-type wheel. 
With everything else equitably adjusted, why 
should not this point be taken into considera - 
tion? The poitut made last season that only 
one or two of the wheels were in this country 
will not hold now. The most prominent of 
the racing men will now number a pneumatic 
tired wheel in his outfit. The distinctive 
difference between the safety and the ordi- 
nary and the same method adopted in the 
latter case—classification—should be used re- 
garding the tires, and it should be done at 
once. Therethen will be no excuse for any 
man starting on his trip with only one 
wheel to enter all sorts of events. Oontests 
of any kind should be made so that a con- 
testant may feel that he is on equal ground 
with his neighbors. Ifthe penalizing of this 
type of wheel will answer, let it be so ar- 
ranged, but classification seems to be the 
better plan. Of course the adjustment of 
this question can still be accomplighed, even 
ifthe Racing Board, with whicht bject 
properly belongs, does not act. meet 
managers may put on their cards races for 
the different types.of wheels exclusively, but 
this will not have theeffect of admonish- 
ing @ man before the season opens of what he 
may expect as regards his mounts. 

CONFLICTING DATES. 

The lesson taught last season by clashing 
dates does not seem to have had the desired 
effect. Again the wheelmen are confronted 
with a condition which may result in their 
having to choose between the two meets, 
both prominent, and the unavoidable result 
will be that both will suffer. 

The wisdom of any club or association of

HARVARD'S GREAT LOSS. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 11.—The untimely 
death of Shaw, the Freshman athlete, has 
cast a decided damperon the Harvard crew, 
and indirectly on the other college athletes. 
The Varsity crew has not rowed since his 
death. Shaw was an excellent foot-ball man, 
a capital oar and gave promise of being one 
of the most distinguished and able athletes 
that has ever entered Harvard College. It 
was this promise of the future that 
gave rise to the deep grief of all 
Harvard, He was undoubtedly the 
strongest man in college, and although 
new to foot ball, learned the game so well 
that everybody conceded the position of cen- 
ter rush for the next three years to him. Al- 
though new to rowing, he made such rapid 
strides that at the time of his death he rowed 
much better than Kelton did at the same time 
last year. Kelton is now the best oar in col- 
lege. In many respects Shaw resembled 
Stagg of Yale, but he was stronger. From all 
this it can well be seen what a blow his 
death is to Harvard and Harvard athietics. 
The change that Shaw’s death will make 
in the actual making up and order of the 
Varsity boat is far less than the 
change it makes in the strength of the crew. 
Shaw rowed at No, 4and his place will prob- 
ably be taken by Matriss, 92, or Partoul, 

"92, both Varsity substitutes of last year and 
both good men, but by no means as powerful 
or strong asShaw. The blow of Shaw’s death 
falls more severely on Oapt. Perkins than any 
other one college man, as it was by his in- 
fluence that Shaw’s parents were induced to 
consent to his rowing, it being against their 
wishes, 60 it is said, in the first place. 

AN IMPERIAL YACHTSMAN. 

GLASGOW, Scotland, April 11.—The price 
paid by the German Emperor for the Thistle 
was £5,000. He managed this by purchasing 
through agents. Ifthe name of the real pur- 
chaser had been known he would have been 
obliged to pay much more. The Thistle will 
sail for Germany next week and try the ef- 
fects of her alterations in the Baltic Sea races 
before trying conclusions with British yachts.

Enormous Number of Books Turned Out 
Yearly in America. 


From the Book-Bvwyer. 

According to the figures compiled by the 
Publishers’ Weekly, the total number of booxs 
published in tie United States tn 1890 was 
4,559. Of this nuntber 3,180 were new books 
made in this country, 3538 were new editions 
of American beoks, 933 were new importa- 
tions, and 3% wae new editions imported to 
this country. ‘The total number, 4,559, is an 
increase of 545 over the figures of 1889, as will 
be seen oy the table which we give 
below of the publications of the 


last five years, The comparisons which 
this table ‘invites are interesting and 
suggestive. The list of novels is greater than 
ever before. f the 1,118 volumes of fiction 
no fewer than 935 were new books made in the 
United States, the new editions and importa- 
tions amountingto 18%. This total of new 
novels is an average of three for every week 
day in the year. Sther classes of books also, 
theology and religion, history, juvenile, bi- 
ography and memotrs, literary history and 
miscellany, travel, etc., and sports and 
amusements, also show an increase in num 
bers as compared with 1889; while in a few de-

THE UNION H. EB. CONGREGATION DE- 
CIDES TO BUILD ON THE BOULEVARD. 


An Edifice of Worship Which Will Cost 
$125.000 and Will Be One of the Finest 
in the City—The Epworth League Con- 
vention. 


Within the last week the Building Commit- 
tee of the Union Methodist Episcopal Uhurch 
have decided to build at Newstead and Lin- 
dell avenues on the lot fronting 150 feet on 
Lindell avenue and 215 feet on New- 
stead avenue. A builaing that will cost 
in the aggregate not less than 
$125,000, making it one of the finest churches 
inthe city. The committee have on hand at 
the present time the snug sum of $40,000 in 
cash, with which to work on and the chapel 
will be commenced inthe immediate future. 
Contractors have been notified and inside of 
one week from this time the Building Com- 
mittee will be called together for the purpose 
of opening the bids, when work will be com- 
menced immediately. The absolute ne- 
cessity of building is demonstrated fully 
whet it is stated that the membership of Union 
Church at this time is 976, shéwing that the 
present building at Lucas and Garrison ave- 
nues is not gufficient to accommodate such a 
throng of church-goers. The overcrowded 
condition of the church at the present time 
makes it absolutely necessary to have more 
room at the very earliest moment, and the 
contractor taking the work must agree speci- 
fically that the new chapel will be 
ready for occupancy by November next, 
making it possible for services to be 
held therein during the winter months of 
this and next year. The sum of $40,000 will, 
in the opinion of the committee, erect a 
beautiful and substantial one for the accom- 
modation of Union Ohurch members who 
have moved farther west since the location 
of the present church.

Charles W. Knapp, administrator of the copart- 
nership estate of Geo. Knapp & Co. vs. Publishers:

That is the style of a suit brought in the 
State Circuit Court yesterday and referred to 
Judge Fisher’s court-room, No. 2. Plaintiff 
states that defendant is a corporation organ- 
iged under the laws of the State of Missouri 
with a capital stock of $500,000, divided into 
$100 shares; that on April 6, 188, John Knapp 
was appointed administrator of the copart- 
nership estate of George Knapp & Co., 
% firm composed of Nathaniel Fas- 
chall, George Knapp and the said John 
Knapp as surviving partner of said firm; 
that at and before the time of the ap- 
appointment of such administrator the said 
firm of Geo. Knapp & Co., or Old Firm, 
as it was sometimes called, was the owner of 
300 shares of the capital stock of the de- 
fendant, which stock passed as assets of the 
said firm tothe said administrator with full 
right to collect all dividends on the same;’’ 
that. said John Knapp died testate Nov. 
18, 1888, and that plaintiff?’ was appointed 
executor of his estate. and that he 
took charge of both estates, that of 
Geo. Knapp 4 Co.” not having deen 
administered upon. Pilainti® claims that 
by virtue of his position he is entitled 
to all dividends declared by defendant and

A Thespian Temple to Be Erected for Ger- 
man Performances. 

The success of the German stock company 
which has been playing here during the past 
season has been very slight for the simple 
reason that although the players did very 
well they had no settled place in which to 
perform. They were compelled to give their 
Sunday performances at such of the down- 
town theaters as could be secured, and the 
Entertainment Haul was so far out of the way 
for the North and South St. Louis Germans, 
they being compelled to take two lines of 
cars to reach it, that the performances given 
there duringthe week were, asarule, poorly 
attended.

THE GREEN-HOSED MEN WILL SEEK RE- 
VENGE THIS AFTERNOON. 


It Was the Cincinnatis’ Busy Day—OComis- 
key’s Team Kept Them Chasing the 
Ball — Columbus Defeats Louisville — 
Other Games Postponed — Gotham’s

The largest crowd that has yet turned out 
to witness the championship series between 
the Browns and Cincinnatis was present 
yesterday at Sportsman's Park, there being 
fully 8,200 people at the game. It was a pretty 
day fora game andthe Browns took advan- 
tage of the sunshine and scored a decisive 
victory over Mike Kelly’s men. Clark Griffith, 
the Browns’ new pitcher, made his 
debut, and he . ~»pitched a  magnif- 
cent game. He showed himself to 
be a master of the twirling art, and 
the heavy sluggers of the Cincinnatis were 
unable to successfully cope with him. He 
pitches a good deal as did Mat Hudson in his 
palmy days. He stands about as was Mat’s 
wont, and to the St. Louisan who is at all 
familiar with Hudson's style, he will not fall 
to recognize a striking similarity. Griffith is 
calm and collected in his manner, and he has 
the art of working batsmen down about as 
finely as Silver King or Chamberlain. 
Griffith’s debut was in every way a success. 
This fact coupled with an undue familiarity 
of Comiskey’s men with little Willie McGill’s 
deliveries, caused King Kelly to retire him- 
self, and McGill at the end of the fourth in- 
ing, after the Browns had gained a lead 
hard to overcome. Kelly gave it out upon 
pulling out that he wanted to save himself for 
Sunday, as he wanted to goin and help kill 
the Browns before the first Sunday gathering 
of the season. 

‘*We'll do em to-morrow, sure, was the 
King's retort to a spectator,who wanted him 
to goon and play the game out. Munyan 
essayed to play right in McCarthy’s place. 
A sore finger and unfamiliarity with the po- 
sition caused him a little uneasiness, anda 
few fumbles helped swell Cincinnatis’ run 
column. But then the Oincinnatis were every 
way outplayed. Their errors proved costly 
and their hitting ineffective. The change of 
battery did not benefit them. Kilroy with 
his south-paw tricks couldn’t successfully 
work his arm, and bases on 
balls were numerous in conse- 
quence. Tip O’Neil it onto him good and 
hard for a home-run drive to the right 
field seats, while Hoy had no trouble finding 
him. The game was marked by some re- 
markably pretty fielding, a double play by 
Canavan, Robinson and Carney, in which 
Robbie’s alertness shone out brightly, was a 
noteworthy feature. Hoy distinguished him- 
self by superb field and timely stick work. A 
running catch, and a clever capture of a 
line ball inthe ninth inning were splendidly 
executed. Hoy has evidently ‘‘found the 
Dall, as he hit hard and often, but a good 
dealin hard luck. His base-running was 
likewise of a brilliant order. Jack Boyle 
caught Griffith in fine style. He guided Grif- 
fith throughout, and their battery work was 
excellently done.

THE HOMERIC PEOPLE. 


Prof. Louis Soldan’s Interesting Lecture 
on Their Ethics. 


Prof. Louis Soldan of the Central High 
School yesterday contributed his lecture to 
the series on Homer, delivered here during 
the week by various gentlemen. ‘‘Homeric 
People and Their Ethics’’ was the subject of 
Mr. Soldan’s discourse, and it proved one of 
the most interesting lectures of the series. 
Mr. Soldan said that the race which Homer 
describes might be called the Homeric people, 
to denote that they are the people of his time 
and his description. They were a people 
who had left primitive or savage life far be- 
hind them, but had not yet attained the posi- 
tion of the Greeks when Herodotus, their first 
historian, described their institutions, habits 
and life. 

The Homeric people possessed the three 
great institutions round which all the ethical 
life of civilization clusters, but state, society 
and family were in the beginning 
of their course of development. 
The pre-historic Aryan institutions of polit- 
ical life, a hereditary kingship, acouncil of 
the older and prominent men, and a popular 
assembly existed, but did not seem to exer- 
cise decisive influence. Theidea of citizen- 
ship, of duty to the State sodominant an idea 
among the Greeks of Marathon, 400 years 
later, did not seem to have existed. The 
clans fought or withdrew fromthe Struggle 
according to the pleasure of their chiefs. 
The social fabric showed the crude and sim- 
ple beginning ofan organization. A popula- 
tion depending on agriculture and the sea 
for support, with few small towns, needed 
but few ethical maxims for peaceful exis- 
tence and intercourse. Hospitality to the 
stranger, good faith in promises, truthful- 
ness, freedom from wild passion, reverence 
to age, obedience to authority, respect to 
parents were moral principles of acknowl- 
edged validity among the Homeric people. 
The moral law of individual conduct, the 
recognition of right and wrong, was found in 
an incipient conditfon, On the other hand, 
ferocious passions were unrestrained. The 
idea of law had not yet arisen. Homer had 
no word for law. Justice was what cus- 
tom, the pleasure of the king and the re- 
puted will of the gods made it. 

The esteem in which woman is held was the 
best measure of the enlightenment of a time 
or country. With the Homeric people the 
family was a time-honored institution, but 
the idea that woman was property—the vic- 
tor’s spoll—had not quite dled out. In some 
respects the wife held a higher position, more 
dignified and self-dependent than in histor- 
ical Greece. In the Iliad, the story of the 
rough life of the camp, there was the most 
charming picture of the family found in the 
beautiful lines describing the parting of Hec- 
tor and Andromache. 

The Odyssey also abounds in venerable 
traits of chamcter connected with family life. 
There was on the other hand among the Ho- 
meric people a strong survival of the older 
civilization, which assigned to woman the 
place of a thing or object. 

The ‘‘Iliad’’ and Odyssey have a com- 
mon theme in the position of woman. The 
difference between the plots of the two poems 
represented the double position which woman 
occupied among the Homeric people, a help- 
mate or slave, as free personalty or chattel. 
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ESCAPED FROM THE COURT. 


Frank Rhodes Makes a Successful Break 
for Liberty at Webster Groves. 


Frank Rhodes, a young negro.under arrest 
on the charge of grand larceny, made a flying 
escape from the authorities of Webster 
Groves yesterday afternoon. The police of 
the city are now actively engaged in the 
search for the man. Rhodes has been for 
several weeks employed asa laborer onthe 
church in process of erection at Webster 
Groves. Friday evening he was discharged 
by the foreman. About 10:30 o’clock yester- 
day morning he appeared at the church 
and asked one of the workmen named 
John McGraw the time of day. McGraw 
obliged him with the information. A little 
later he became warm and removed his vest, 
hanging it in an adjacent shed. Rhodes was 
seen to enter the shed, emerge a few minutes 
afterward and walk up the street. 
McGraw suspected that something was 
wrong. An examination of the 
vest developed that a $38 watch had been 
stolen from the pocket. McGraw went at 
once to the office of Squire McCaffery and 
swore out a warrant charging the negro with 
grand larceny. About 6o’clock in the eve- 
ning Constable Fieldson found Rhodes at the 
depot and took him to the Squire’s office. 
There in the presence of several 
spectators, he started to read the warrant. 
He had ho more than reached the words 
grand larceny’’ when Rhodes grabbed his 
hat from the desk, Jumped over a couple of 
chairs and dashed from the room tothe street. 
The Constable and spectators gave chase, but 
the negro was too fleet of footand easily es- 
caped. Constable Fieldson took the next 
train for St. Louis and told his tale of woe to 
Chief of Detectives Desmond and Capt. 
Fruchte. Rhodes’ mother lives on Gravois 
road, and the fugitive may make for this city, 
The negro is an ex-convict, having served a 
two-year-term in the Missouri Penitentiary 
from Webster Groves more than three years 
ago for attempted criminal assault. 


She Confessed Her Guilt. 


James Stratmann was robbed of $400 some 
time earlyon Friday night and is now ona 
cot in the City Hospital suffering with a 
strained leg. Yet for all this he is a lucky 
man. Stratmann met a married woman 
named Ida Marshal at the corner of Sixth and 
Eim streets and went with her to her room, 
at 619 South Broadway, to look at some jew- 
elry.

LOUISVILLE, April 11.—At Memphis, on Tues- 
day next, will be inaugurated what is prac- 
tically the first regular spring meeting of 1891. 
True, there has been a week of April racing 
at New Orleans, but it was a spring meet- 
ing’’ only in name. This year New Orleans 
did not even open stakes at all, but contented 
itself with purses. 

The meeting at Memphis on next Tuesday, 
therefore, will be the real beginning of spring 
racing in the South and West. It promises to 
de a most successful one in every way. The 
principal event of the meeting will be the 
Tennessee Derby, a mile and an eighth, 
which will be run on the opening day. There 
were forty subscribers to this race, of which 
ten or twelve will come to the post. They 
will be found among the following: Rose- 
land, Chimes, Faithful, Tom Mackin, 
Rafnier, Vallera, Stlverado, Cuchara, Diplo- 
macy, Eli Kendig, Brookwood, Lady Wash- 
ington, Linlithgow and Bonnie Byrd. Of 
these, Roseland “and Chimes take first 
rank, and the rate, taking last year’s 
performances. as a basis, seems to lie 
between them. Sensational accounts have 
been sent oat from Memphis about Silverado, 
the California colt, in which it is claimed he 
covered the distance in 1:88 the other day. 
One of these accounts also added: ‘‘The race 
is now considered at Silverado’s mercy and 
in @ll probability he will be the favorite at 
the post.“ Evidently some turf correspond- 
dent has permitted his enthusiasm to get the 
better of his judgment. A single trial doesn’t 
make a race horse, andeven admitting that 
Suverado did go a mile and an eighth 
in 1:584.—which is very doubtful—it does not 
ollow either that he will win the race or that 
he will be the favorite. Roseland, Chimes 
and Faithful areal} gredited with good work, 
and in the case of the former two they have 
excellent 2-year-old records to back them up 
—something which Silverado has not, The 
latter may bea good colt, but it does not fol. 
low that he is better than elther Roseland or 
Chimes. The best that can be said of him is 
that he is dangerous. 

So, too, for that matter, are the Corrigan 
entries—Brookwood and Cuchara—danger- 
ous. They have just reached Memphis from 
Mobile, where they have wintered, and no- 
body outside of their owner and trainer 
knows just what they can do. Brookwood is 
known to be good, but just how good nobody 
can tell. It is probably too late to get a line 
on either before the race is run, as Corrigan 
is not apt to disclose their form 
with fast trials. Just enough 
work will be given them to keep 
them on edge. Vallera bas been acquitting 
himself creditably, as has also Linlithgow. 
Tom Mackin is said to be content with a mile. 
He is very speedy, but lacks bottom. His 
trials do not warrant the belief that he will 
be very dangerous in the race. Bonnie Byrd 
won a mile race at New Orleans recently, but 
there was nothing remarkable either in the 
time or the quality of the horses she beat. 
She can be left out of the calculations, even 
if she starts, which is doubtful. x!

gen. Howard Discusses Our Means of 
Resistance in Case of War. 


WAR SHIPS ARE NOT ENOUGH TO PRO- 
TECT OUR SEABOARD CITIES. 


Strong Forts Mounting Modern Guns are 
Necessary to the Protection of Them— 
The Awful Force of Heavy Projectiles— 
Plan of a Triple Harbor Defense—Re- 
sults Shown in Chili’s Revolution. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DIsPATCH. 

Of course, there is very little prospect of 
war with Italy just now; yet the rumors of 
war and the firm stand that our statesmen 
take when any new complications arise, 
show us plainly that we ought to have our 
lines of defense well arranged and in place. 
The fishery embroglio, the Behring Sea con- 
troversy, the strikes made by the Slavs, 
Poles and other foreign people, 1 
been bred to fight against all organize@au- 
thority; the dynamite Anarchists of our cit- 
les, that abominate all good government, 
these and the recent unreasonable attacks 
aimed against our army and navy, insisting 
that the army and navy be abolished, must 
make all thoughtful men ask, ‘‘What are our 
means of defense?“ 

The Village or city has its police, the State 
its militia, the court district their Marshal, 
their Sheriffs and their posse comitati, but

Certainly this is no time to reveal to a na- 
tion apparently disposed to provoke a quar- 
rel our strength or our weakness, but it isa 
time for being reasonably prepared, at least 
for a defensive attitude. 


of war with this nation the greater part of 
this navy could be sent against any one of our 
seacoast cities. To defend our coasts witha 
navy alone, as some people suggest, is im- 
practicable, as it would require a navy equal 
in power to that of Great Britain in the har- 
bor of each of our large cities.

Experiments have been going on since and 
there are gunscarrying projectiles that ex- 
ceed in penetrating power those which Lieut. 
Gieble has cited. 

LIABILITY TO WAR. 
It is not wise to reargue the proposition 
that the United States will, for many years, 
be always liable te war. Arbitration may 
come and be universal among civilized and 
Christian people. God hasten that time! 
Europe, however, does not present 
that attitude to-day. As in the Turko, 
Russian war and in the Franco- 
Prussian conflict, war comes in latter times 
likea thunderstorm. The cloud begins ina 
comparatively clear sky, swells to enor- 
mous proportions, soon expends its fury and 
quickly subsides. The death rate is terrible, 
the expenses frightful. The beaten nation 1s 
made to stagger for years under a heavy bur- 
den ofdebt todefray the war charges, and 
years and years it must swallow its chagrin, 
while it pays upits debt and recuperates its 
energies. 

Suppose the war cloud to dart up from any 
point of our horizon, what could we do to 
hold our own and avert calamity and loss? 

In answer I will report an opinion I once 
expressed concerning the defense of San 
Francisco. It will apply to New York or to 
any other of our large cities on either coast. 

Considering the importance of our good 
navy in performing its true and appropriate 
work, noone will begrudge the money ex- 


In a report made to the War Department 
five yearsagolsaid: ‘‘The prevalent state: 
ment that under all circumstances numbers 
of brave, true men area sufficient defense to 
any country, is a palpable mistake. It 1s 
certainly inviting attack to present a rich 
and beautiful city to the greed of nations that 
assuredly are not yet wholly governed by 
benevolent considerations.’’ 

And we now see that other motives than 
the greed of other nations may tempt some- 
body to attack us, endanger our seaboard 
towns and imperil our commerce, Lieut. 
Gieble, an artilery officer, in a letter to me 
five years ago, presented some facts which I 
quote as applicable tothe present situation: 
He says: 

POWER OF PROJECTILES. 

When we think that these guns (the 200- 
pounder Parrott) were carried by vessels to- 
tally unarmored, or so nearly unarmored 
that they could not remain long enough un- 
der the fre of land batteries to make their 
own fire destructive, we see why granite forts 
with eight-foot walls were considered strong 
enough to protect our harbors. Now

pended in the construction of naval vessels 
and armament; and, of course, it is wise to 
have them equal or superior to anything they 
may encounter. 

It is, however, well to plan wherever prac- 
ticable, for substantially three lines of de- 
fense, an outer one of warships, a second of 
torpedo boats and a third of fortifications, 
including when necessary floating batteries. 

HOW TO RESIST AN ENEMY. 

To resist an enemy approaching the Golden 
Gate, forinstance, or its vicinage from the 
sea, it would afford great satisfaction to the 
defenders, and probably more to the de- 
fended, to have, as we did in our great bat 
tles, a good observing force and abundant 
reserves; yet, with our present naval 
strength, San Francisco should not depend on 
the outward line, but rather upon the pro- 
posed torpedo boats, well equipped and 
manned, the essential floating batteries, and 
most of all, upon the several permanent for- 
tifications, to be well located and well con- 
structed and Kept in good working order. 
Upon these San Francisco may rely, as she 
does upon her good police, her superb fire 
department and upon her arrangements for 


„ 


manent works properly located and well 
equipped. * 

It rejoices my military heart that one regi- 
ment of New York artillery is forming as part 
of her National Guard. The more skilled 
artillery men we have the better. 

I may end my letter by saying that Grant’s 
and Sherman’s method of defense ts the best. 
It was to take the offensive as often as possi: 
ble. Our navy is not yet large. We cannot 
divide it uptoo much. We can, however, 
take the offensive very readily, ever remem- 
bering that the little Monitor slew the giant 
Merrimac. The ‘pluck of our naval men is 
equal toanyemergency that may come up 
on the open sea. isis not boasting; it 18 
part of my faith.

SHUTIN SOCIETY. 


A Peculiar and Interesting Organization 
With a Membership of 2,000 Invalids. 


THE QUALIFICATIONS FOR JOINING IT 
AND THE WORK IT DOES. 


How It Came to Be What It Is,and the 
Woman Who Unoconsciously Founded 
It— The Various Inside Departments 
and How They Are Conducted—The Or- 

© ganizer of the Flower Mission.

How many readers of the Sunpay Post-Dis- 
PATCH have ever heard ofthe Shut-In Society? 
Not a very large proportion, it is safe to say, 
and yet such a society exists, has a compara- 
tively large membership in Americaand Eu- 
rope, is represented in St. Louis, and makes 
no effort to conceal its existence or its pur- 


pose. 

Its name might suggest a peculiar exclu- 
siveness—that the members shut themselves 
im and the rest of the world out. Nothing 
could be faither from the fact. The Shut-In 
Society isan organization of invalids—per- 
sons afMiicted with physical ailments which 


keep them shut in their homes. 


In 1878 Miss Jennie M. Drinkwater, now Mrs, 
Conklin, began a correspondence with an- 
other invalid, personally unknown to her, 
whom she desired to cheer and comfort. 
Though she was unconscious of the fact, this 
act was the germ of an organization which 
now embraces two hemispheres and numbers 
in its membership more than 2,000 invalids, 
The pleasure and profit experienced from this 
correspondence by these two persons, bound 
together by the sympathy born of similar 
afiictions, led to an interchange of let 
ters with a third and a fourth, and 
thusthe germ began to develop. Although 
founded in 1873, the Shut-in Society was 
not fully organized until 1884, when Mrs. 
Conklin was made President. It was legally 
incorporated in 1855 under the lawsof the 
State of New York. The officers for 1891 are, 
Honorary President, Mrs. J. M. D. Oonklin, 
Madison, N. J.; President, Mrs. K. Proudft, 
Highlands, Monmouth County, N. J.; 5ecre- 
tary and Treasurer, Mrs. H. K. Munroe, Ash- 
land, Mass. There are nine vice-Presidents, 
representing seven different States and Can- 
ada, one of them residing in St. Louis. 

It is a unique spectacle to see a class of in- 
dividuals usually considered helpless, taking 
it into their own hands to improve their con- 
dition and show what needs of theirs have 
been largely unrecognized. Hospitals, asy- 
lums and other similar institutions which 
take care of the physical needs of invalids are 
thus supplemented by a society which aims 
at a mutual interchange of mental and spir- 
itual comfort amongthem. Many of these 
invalids who never have seen 
each others’ faces and never 
will see them, have become not 
only intimate acquaintances, but warm per- 
sonal friends. The term ‘‘letter-friend’’ has 
become a part of the vernacular of the so- 
clety. A signal proof of the comfort and 
pleasure derived from these letters is found 
in the fact that many ofthem are written by 
invalids who are unable to assume a sitting 
posture, but write while lying upon their 
backs. 

It is through these letters that a fact has 
become known which has surprised alike the 
invalids themselves and their friends; name- 
ly, the large number of people who have 

been shut in their homes for twenty-five or 
thirty years. It is to be hoped that not many 
suffer longer than that, but one member of 
the society has recently died who was con- 
fined to her bed for sixty years;a whole life- 
time of suffering! 
THE MEMBERSHIPS. 

Only invalids can be bona fide members of 
the Shut-in-Society. According to the con- 
‘stitution ‘‘To be a sufferer, shut in from the 
outside would, constitutes one a proper can- 
didate for membership in this society.“ In 
order that unworthy persons may not foist 
themselves upon the organization the con- 
stitution further provides that applicants 
will send with their application, if possible, 
the name of their pastor, or their physician, 
or of some. associate of the sotiety as an intro- 
duction.’’ The ‘‘associates’’ thus referred to, 
are members, ‘‘Who’’ says the constitution, 
are not themselves invalids, but, being in 
tender sympathy with the suffering, volun- 
teer in this ministery of love for Jesus’ 
sake. Each associate has a certain district 
assigned to him or her consisting of several 
States and assumes the duty of correspond- 
ing with the members of the society in those 
States. Occasionally a shut-in is found who 
is too poor to pay the postage necessary for 
her correspondence, and the Helping-Hand 
department has been formed to furnish post- 
age stamps to such members. The associate 
members also elect the officers of the society. 
The regular meetings occur on the third Fri- 
day of November, February and Mayin New 
York City. 

Although largely composed of women the 
Shut in Society has also a department de 
voted tothe male membersand one for the 
children. The Men’s Department is con- 
ducted successfully by Mr. Ums. Mather of 
the Chicago . d C. A. Miss G. L. Lewis of 
Boston, bas charge of the Children’s Depart- 
ment, the members of which are called the 
Sunshine Makers. Theassociate members 
of this department have tormed a band called 
the Little Cup-Bearers tothe King. This 
band is composed of boys and girls from 6 
to 19 years, who, in the flush of health, are 
carrying cups of love and sympathy from the 
God of love to some little sufferer. Each little 
Cup Bearer corresponds with a little Sun- 
shine-Maker and has a badge of purple ribbon 
and printed letter of welcome. There are 
nliso two bands of boys, a Ten Times One’’ 
club and a club of ‘‘Willing Hands which 
are doing good work in this line. 

The conscientious mother will read lly see 
how beautiful such work is tothe young. 
Naturally averse to the sick room, full of 
health and buoyant spirits, they seldom 
think of those of their own age who, in the 
course of nature, should be as free as the air 
and joyous as the birds, but, instead, are 
chained to their beds by wasting disease or 
hobbie about on crutches. Sick children as well 
as those whoare well crave the society of 
those of their ownage. But children do not 
think of that until their attention is called to 
it. When they begin to engage in such work, 
however, their enthusiasm puts toshame the 
coldness oftheir elders and their own ves 
are broadened and sweetened to a surprising 


degree. 
THE INVALIDS’ AUXILIARY. 

It would hardly be expected that, among a 
class of people needing so much to make 
their own lives endurable, a missionary 
spirit would be largely developed. It may 
be, however, that on account of their appre- 
ciation of sympathy the woes of others ap- 
peal to them the more strongly. Be that as 
it may, it is certain that there is a desire to 
help, for there is an Invalids’ Auxiliary in 
the Shut-in Society, which is supportinga 
native helper in the Margaret Williamson 
Hospital at Shanghai, China. The auxiliary 
also wishes to support a bed in the same 
hospital, but its funds are as yet insufficient. 

That the ald giventothe members of the 
nut in Society is not confined to their men- 
tal and moral needs is evident from the fact 
that there is a ‘‘Wheel-chair’’ Committee 
represented in the person of Miss C. O. Ross, 
who lives at 16 Astor street, Newark, N. J. 
The object of this committee is to alleviate as 
far as possible the physica! sufferings of the 
shut-in members by providing them as far as 
possible with wheel chairs. When the death 
of an invalid renders the wheel-chair which 
he has been using unnecessary, friends fasten 
alittie silver plate to the back of the chair 
with the inscription: To the memory of 
—. “ and it in charge of 8

through with it it is passed on to another suf - 
ferer. Circles of Kings’ Daughters and bands 
of little children assist inthis work by buy- 
ing eel-chairs and sending them to the 
It is desired, however, that no 
wheel-chairs be sent to the committee 
until the intention of the donor is communi- 
cated to Miss Ross. Many times there is an 
applicant for the chair in the donor’s own 
vicinity, and when this is known unneces- 
sary expense and trouble are avoided. Dur- 
ing the year 1890 twenty-one chairs were sent 
to members of the society by the committee 
and twenty-five applicants were left unsup- 
plied on account of lack of chairs. 

Invalids who have their eyesight and are 
strong enough to read have an unfailing re- 
source, provided they are, within reach of 
reading matter. But some Shut-ins are far 
removed from any literary center or have 
no friends to provide them with 
books, and this means of dAliversion 
is denied them. To supply this 
need the Shut-in Society has formed a library 
and furnishes books and papers tothose de- 
Siring them. Miss A. E. Fuller of Hanover, 
New London, Conn., is ¢he librarian, and to 
her all books and periodicals intended for the 
invalids are sent. Much reading matter, 
which has helped to load the ragman’s sack 
because the despairing housewife knew of no 
other way to bring order out of chaos in her 
overloaded garret, might have served to 
while away many weary hours if the owner 
had known wheretosendthem. During the 
last year Miss Fuller sent out 1,000 papers and 
magazines, 0 books and 200 leaflets. Every 
State in the Union and Canada shared inthe 
distribution, thus showing the great demand 
for reading matter. 

THE orEN WINDOW.’’ 

Ih addition to the books and periodicals 
sent ou® by the librarian, the Shut-in Society 
publishes a magazine of its own which any 
Shut in may have for 50 cents a year. If any 
members cannot pay even that small sum the 
magazine is senttothem free. In order to 
be able to do this the publishers charge the 
associate members $1 a year to make up the 
deficiency. The magazine is a monthly and 
is called the Open Window. Mrs. H. E. Brown 
of New York City is the editor. The title page 
of the monthly illustrates its name and object 
by a picture of a window open to the sun and 
revealing a pretty landscape. Underneath 
are flowers and the legend, ‘‘The windows of 
my soul I throw wide open to the sun.“ 
Over the window is the text, There shall be 
no more pain. 

The Open Window often discloses romantic 
scenery amidst which some associate 18 
traveling. A letter from Dresden, Germany, 
brings vividly before the shut-ins, other 
windows beautiful and famous, quaint 
streets, picturesque houses and ancient cas- 
tles. Another letter from Switzerland brings 
into view the grand mountains and beautiful 
valleys of that marvellous land. Pictures of 
our own land also find their way through the 
Open Window, and the brilliant sunshine and 
soft atmosphere of the Pacific Coast come 
through the casement upon invalids shut in 
by dreary winter in harsher climates. 

Other views of more lasting benefit come to 
the weary sufferers through their little 
monthly. Those whochafe against confine- 
ment and weary the patience of devoted 
relatives by their complaints are made more 
contented by the contrast between their con- 
dition and that of some homeless, penniless 
shut-in, living on the charity of distant 
relatives. The following pictures, drawn by 
herself, of an invalid living in Canton, III., 
must have made the lot of many shut-ins 
more endurable and silenced their com- 
plainings. The sufferer writes: Six years 
ago my jaws became locked and have never 
unlocked. I have not taken a step, stood 
alone or sat up since that time. I cannot 
even whisper; Ihave to do my talking by 
writing. I suffer much all the time, still ! 
have so much to be thankful for! How much 
worse is the condition of many others. 

Still, while such letters teach contentment 
and gratitude many times they also draw on 
the sympathies of the invalids to a harmful] 
degree and the editor does not encourage 
them. The aim ofthe society is to distract 
the minds of the invalids from suffering and 
in later numbers of the Open Window thereisa 
noticeable lack of letters descriptive of pain 
and ailments. Each shut-in is encouraged to 
search for the bits of sunshine in his own life 
and share it with the other shut tus. 

NOT A CHARITABLE ORGANIZATION, 

The Shut-tn Society is not a charitable or- 
ganization and members are not allowed to 
ask pecuniary aid from each other orthe 
associates; but requests for bits of silk and 
velvet for fancy work and odds and ends of 
emroidery materials often appear in the 
columns of the Open Window. The requests 
are not all preferred by women either, for 
men who are invalids, sometimes weary of 
reading and writing and then have recourse 
to fancy work or painting. The amount 
of work accomplished by some of 
the Shut-ins whom well people would 
consider entirely helpless, is surprising. 
One young woman, who never changes from 
a reclining position, has knitted sixteen 
warm quilts to give away. But the 
most remarkable case revealed, one 
that proves that few people de- 
mand of their faculties a fourth part of what 
they might, is that of Miss Fannie Tunison of 
Sag Harbor, L. I. This remarkable woman 
has never walked or used her hands and yet 
does fancy work, How? With her mouth. 
By such examples itis sought to encourage 
invalids who have given up helping them- 
selves to attempt some employment which 
will distract their minds and make their suf- 
ferings less poignant. 

Those who derive the most benefit from the 
Shut-in Society are not the ones who live ina 
prosperous city in the midst of a large circle 
of devoted friends, but those are left alone 
all day in a cheerless room in a most unat- 
tractive part of a great city, or the shut-in 
living in the quiet country or sleepy village. 
The country -bred are sometimes the happiest 
of people. To those who love nature she 
sometimes brings compensation for lack of 
friends and human sympathy. But there are 
many who have lived alitheir lives in view 
of pictures worthy of an artist’s brush, and 
yet the eye may be entirely blind to its 
beauty. The exquisite harmonies of earth 
and air may fall upon ears which have never 
been trained tocatch the sounds. But even 
ifthe eye and ear are cultivated and the 
artist’s soul can appreciate the glory of 
earth and sky and the daily ma- 
tins of the birds, there will 
be days when the clouds shut out the sun 
andthe whole landscape is dreary. There 
is nothing to seeand nothingtodo. Reading 
is scarceand the conversational powers of 
the few visitors have painful lHmitations. 
Into such narrow life comes. a letter from 
some one far awayin a land of sunshine. 
Cheery words, suggestive of flowers, birds 
and spring-time, bring brightness into the 
dreary room and into the sad heart ofthe 
weary invalid. There is sunshine in the 
world for she has hada glimpse of it, and 
there is some one who cares for her. It is for 
such people more than any other that the 
Shut-in Society is intended, but those who 
are contributors as well as beneficiaries are 
welcome and necessary. 

Miss Jennie Casseday of Louisville, Ky., is 
one of the most prominent of the shut-ins. 
Although confined to her room for twenty- 
five years Miss Casseday hasa national repu- 
tation.on aceount of her connection with the 
Flower Mission of which she is the founder 
and national President. Passionately fond 
of flowers she always wears a cluster of them 
on her bosom, and the lessons of faith, hope 
and endurance, which they have taught her, 
have borne fruit in the beautiful idea of giving 
to other suffering and unfortunate ones the 
same pleasure which the bloss oms have given 
her. As the idea took shape Miss Casse- 
day developed rare talentas an organizer, 
and women went from her bedside to 
the various hospitals, jails and 
sick-rooms distributing flowers syste-. 
matically. The good work soon spread 
throughout Kentucky and then assumed na- 
tional proportions with Miss Casseday at its 
head. The letters which she has received 
from prisoners whom the flowers have in- 
influenced to lead a better life have convinced 
her that she made no error when she sent the 
flowers On their mission, and that an invalid 
is not necessayjly Gebarred from assuming a 
part of the burden which philanthropy has 


assumed in trying to elevate mankind. Gifts 
of food and 2 — are often sent 


with the nowers, and to raise money for this 
urpose Remenyi once gave a concert under 
iss Oasseday’s dgection, which yielded 
$800. A nurses’ training school ia one of this 
noble woman’s latest schemes, and is as suc- 
cessful as the others. ‘ 

But, while thus engaged in planning for the 
welfare of others, friends prepared for her a 
pleasure which is being constantly renewed. 
It is now her great desire that many more in- 
valids may know what it is to attend concerts 
although unable to leave their rooms, and 
to join with church rsin divine worship, 
although imprisoned in bed by pain. Visitors 
at Miss Casseday’s bedside are sometimes 
invited to come again the next day and go to 
church with her. Surprised atsuchan invi- 
tation, the visitor looks at her againas if to 
surprise some latent strength in the invalid 
and, seeing only the white face and fragile 
body she wonders if she is about 
to witness a miracle. Curiosity 
combinee with interest to induce the 
visitor to accept the invitation. On the fol- 
lowing day upon entering the sick-room she 
sees the invalid dressed in her customary 
white and with a look of eager anticipation 
upon her face. Inviting her visitor to take a 
seat near a telephone, she adjusted the trans- 
mitter of another one to her own ear, and, 
assisted by Bible and hymn- book, she follows 
the service closely and remains as silent as if 
she were really in church. ‘‘Refiectors’’ 
placed inthe pulpitand organ loft bring to 
her the words of the preacher and the music 
of the choir and organ so perfectly that she 
does not miss a sound. In the same 
way, by means of ‘‘refiectors’’ placed in the 
opera-house she has heard the voices of 
many noted singersand the exquisite har- 
mony of piano and violin. On more than one 
occasion gifted musicians have noticed the 
telephone connections on the stage and have 
asked permission to sing or play in the 
invalid’s own room. Thus, while her body is 
confined to a small space Miss Casseday’s life 
is much broader thanthat of many women 
who have their liberty. Her sick-room is the 
resort of those who need comfort and those 
who bring it of world-renowned men and 
little children who eagerly seek an excuse to 
linger at her bedside, 

Composed of such material and with such 
a noble aim the Shut-in Society cannot help 
but increase in size and influence. Its orig- 
inator could not foresee sucha grand result 


from her humble effort to bring a little sun- | 


shine into a darkened sick-room, but her 
success proves anew the truth so hard to 
learn, that there is really no such thingasa 
trifle. A. M.

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THE MADDEST EXCESSES. 


THE WILD VAGARIES OF FASHION IN 
OUR GRANDMOTHERS’ YOUTH. 


Remarkable Get-Ups That Marked the 
Year 1830—The Advent of the Crino- 
line—Strange Freaks in Hair Dressing— 
600 Yards of Material in a Dress.

Starting with the beginning of the end of 
the Code Napoleon, where I left off tn my 
previous article on this subject of female 
fashions, I come tothe War of Liberty’’ 
waged by the Allfance against the Corsican 
usurper. With the downfall of the Napo- 
leonic sovereignty and the reinstatement of 
the Bourbon Kings, fashion, like politics, 
went back tothe period before the revolution, 
the days of the old royalistic magnificence. 
For one generation women had worn no 
corsets, at leas§ nothing more than slight 
breast supports, which in no wise cramped 
the body. This was during the days ofthe 
revolution, but the restriction of.liberty by 
an Emperor heralded the new order of things 
by the introduction of the ‘‘corset a la 
Ninon.’’ With the year 1920 it became one of 
the necessary adjuncts toevery perfectitollet. 
The men of France were yoked tothe old state 
laws of reyalism, while the women were 
pressed into the narrow corsages of the Pom- 
padour period. The waist-line fell from below 
the breast tothe hips. The female form was 
thereby given the decided division of an up- 
per anda lower half. And as this division 
was something entirely new, fashion has- 
tened to make it as pronounced as possible. 
The antique costume was a vertical exag- 
geration, the horizontal movement tried to 
show how broadly it could develop, the trans- 


ably tall ‘‘toupets’’ had been in vogue, but 
they could not compare with those of the 
thirties. Large copper plates appeared with 
the designs of the hirsute artists. M. 
Narcisse or M. Hippolyte were men renowned 
throughout the world. The Album Grandjean, 
Journal des Coiffures et des Modes, did a thriving 


material changes. They inclosed the whole 
face, even at the side, after the style of 
horses’ blinds. But they afforded their wear- 
ers excellent shade and an opportunity to 
enhance the beauty of the face by becoming 
colors. The immense ‘‘toupets’’ disap- 
peared and the hirsute tricks migrated from

Formerly they resembled an elongated, slen- 
der line; now they were likea voluminous 
bag drawn tightly together in two places. 
When the revolution raised its head for the 
second time and the royal Bourbons came 
once more to their rope’send, this fashion 
had reached its climax. 
MAD EXCESSES. 

The year 180 marked one of the maddest 
excesses of the Royalistic style. The head 
was covered by a hat, which, as a rule, was 
three times as broad as the face. A tower of 
plumes, loops and the like was built upon it. 
The neck was left uncovered. Ihe corset was 
tightly drawn. The walst-line was strongly 
marked in imitation of the fashion which 
prevailed at the time of Louis XIV. and Louis 
XV., and the hew mode was named after the 
mistresses of these two sovereigns. The 
Pompadour, the Maintenon and the Dubarry 
began to drive fair Ninon out of the way. But 
the wasp-like waist graduated into an extraor- 
dinary width at the shoulders.. The upper- 
arm was treated according 77 the rules that 
governed the dress-skirt; it was loaded 
down with bolstered sleeves, voluminous 
trimmines and furbelows. The skirt was 
equally long ground, or rather equally short, 
and starched petticoats made it stand out in 
all its glory. Flounces, were intro- 
duced during the latter years of the an- 
tique,’’ became the rage, and they main - 
tained their dignity as the proper dress- 
trimming for more than forty years. Every 
possible means was adopted to shorten the 
figure. The winter garments were especially 
ludicrous. The immense cloaks of circular 
shape, the large padded sleeves—‘‘gigots,’’ 
“mouton-legs” as they were called—the short, 
wide skirt, gave the female form the appear- 
ance of a short heap, the outlines of which 
scarcely hinted at a human being, but for the

The cut of the dress remained the same, 
but the outline of the form changed by the 
predeliction for shawls. With the year 1836 
the shawl became the ‘‘parade garment’’ of 
every woman. The padded sleeves disap- 
peared, and bodice and sleeves assumed a 
more reasonable shape, but the entire figure 
was muffled by the shawl and made it look 
like a kettle-pin, of which the head with its 
close-fitting hat formed the top button. 

ADVENT OF THE CRINOLINE. 

At last in 1889 came the climax of width and 
breadth. The ‘‘crinozephir’’ was introduced. 
‘*Orin’’ signifies the hair of a horse’s tail, 
and the crinozephir was woven from horse 
hair, which, being wiry, afforded an ample 
support to the voluminous skirts. A few 
weeks afterwards the ‘‘crinoline’’ was known 
all over civilized Europe. 

It has been said thatthe Empress Eugenie 
invented the crinoline. This is an error, for 
in 1889 Eugenie was a girl of barely 13 years, 
who did not busy herself at that time with 
fashion decrees, and could certainly have ex- 
ercised no ruling influence upon the Eu- 
ropean world of fashion. Throughout the 
entire reign of Louis Philippe the crinoline 
remained the prevalent garment. Flounces 
enjoyed high favor, and the ‘‘pyramidical’’ 
dress-skirts were garnished with them up to 
the very top.

Instead of, a carefully selected 
troupe of beautiful women to do burlesque in 
grand style,the public seem to want quantity 
in place of quality. When I first came to 
America with a burlesque company, with 
such well known stage beauties as Pauline 
Markham, Liza Weber, Ada Harland, and, if 
may be pardoned, the only original Lydia, 
Thompson, the tase for burlesque was then 
at its most esthetical period. Richard Grant 
white, the philologist, wrote in a highly 
eulogistic strain about my company,and said 
that Pauline Markham had a voice that was 
„vocal velvet. But I was not the first in the 
geld, by any means. The Chapman and the 
worral sisters, the Lingards, and Alice Dun- 
ping were then doing burlesque in this coun- 
try. I remember that Alice Dunning Was 
starring ina burlesque called ‘Pluto. For 
some years from my first arrival, burlesque 
was the only go. 

And way down in front by the footlighte’ glow,

The bald-headed contingent is still here, 
and, like Tennyson’s brook, will go on,as a 
feature in certain theatrical performances, 
forever.

The bur- 
lesque blondes are in these great productions, 
put only asa part of the magnificent spec- 
tacle, The public could not, jf seems, be con- 
tented with a few burlesquers on the stage, 
and the enterprising managers gave it a spec- 
tacle where the eyes would be dazzled and 
the sense soothed by rhythmic Amazonian 
drills, Let any one now attempt to do bur- 
lesque with a troupe of wonderful stage 
beauties, and if several hundred of them are 
not on the stage, the criticism would be ad- 
verse. There its Gus Harris, who does 
pantomime in London ona grand scale. If 
he failed any season to have as many on the 
stage as previously it would mean disaster. 
The public would make comparisons and de- 
clare his pantomime was deteriorating. Ifa 
burlesque of to-day could succeed at all it 
would be ma large city and not in smaller 
towns. put there would have to be a large 
cast and ballets and other short skirt diver- 
tisemerts galore. It would have to be done 
regardess of cost. 

ERA OF FARCE COMEDY. 

Noy we have the era of farce-comedy and 
skirt dancers. I say farce-comedy, but in 
realty they are nothing but farces, and some 
of nem about as inane as rank idiocy itself.

I wish to correct a general impression. It 
ls often said that Letty Lind is the original 
dancer, but that is a mistake.

‘There is always a fine opportunity in bur- 
lesque to travesty the fads and successes be- 
fore the public. 

Tam often asked by young ladies contem- 
plating coingon the stage what branch of 
the drama is the most desirable to succeed in. 
That is a question the answer towhich de- 
pends entirely upon the talent and appear- 
ance of the aspirant. If the aspirant isa 
Sarah Bernhardt, then horse-play farce 
would manifestly not be the proper vehicle 
by which to achieve fame and money. If the 
aspirant can kick very high, and has talent 
for dancing, high tragedy would not be in her 
line. The way to do is to go on the stage 
when young, and the particular line the 
young woman is gifted in will soon be dis- 
covered, Ialways knew could never play 
Lady Macbeth with great success, un- 
lessI did it as a burlesque. The trouble 
with a great many aspirants is they wish to 
begin on topat once. Only a great genius 
can begin high, and then she has to study 
very hard. Nothing great is accomplished 
without labor. The beautiful blonde skipping 
lightly over the stage, acting some character 
ip burlesque, has had to study hard to be able 
toact with apparent ease. True, burlesque 
requires the highest form of acting. and 
therefore such ‘‘five-minutes’’ actresses, 
like Mrs. Potter, Mrs. Leslie Carter and Mrs, 
langtry could not attempt burlesque. They 
are not in it. I call ‘‘five-minutes’’ actresses 
those who jump out of society onto the 
stage and go to acting great parts 
at once. In naming Mrs. Carter, Mrs. 
Potter, and Mrs. Langtry, I do not mean to 
disparage them at all, but simply to criticise 
their celerity in becoming stars, In order to 
act burlesque one must know how to act com- 
ody, tragedy, farce, pantomime—indeed, the 
entire dramatic range. This is why so few 
attempt legitimate burlesque. 

PRACTICE MAKES PERFECT. 

I was a celebrity from the start. I appeared 
as a child in the pantomime ‘‘Silver Hair, 
and made an instant success, and so the pub- 
lic came to know me from that moment. My 
case was an exception to the general rule, be- 
cause I became a success right away. My 
precocity was not detrimental to my success, 
because I afterward went through the proper 
schooling. 

The system of stock companies, now not 
much in vogue, presenteda splendid chance 
for young beginners. Acting cannot be 
taught; it must be learned by practice, unless 
it be a born gift. as it was with me. One year 
in a stock company is worth a half century 
of amateur teaching. Spouting kindergar- 
tens only teach pupils how not to act, and 
how not to declaim. Of course, acting comes 
easier to some than to others, just assome 
people are more intelligent than others. I 
have not, I confess, arrived at that degree of 
sapiency where I feel competent to speak of 
Stage acting ma dogmatic way. We all do 
not have the same experiences. I began my 
career in England, where the people often 
have ideas that are diametrically opposite to 
Americans, in regard tothe merits or de- 
merits of a play. But in burlesque I have 
found that there isnot much difference be- 
tween the appreciation ofan English and an 
American audience. The field is great in the 
United States, with its large cities and grow- 
ingtowns. Ihave discovered thatthe gro- 
cery-keeper in Kalamazoo is just as fond of 
seeing a play with a liberal display of nether 
limbs as the dude in New York, or the noble 
lord in England. After all, a beautiful 
woman, whether adizzy blonde ora giddy 
brunette, whether in fiesh-colored tights or a 
sweeping train, is, indeed, a joy forever.

From remarks and queries often heard re- 
garding etchings itisevident thatthere are 
many among the general public who may 
finda few points new to them elucidated in 
this brief sketch of the art. To fully appre- 
ciate it one should understand something of 
its possibilities and of its limitations. It ex- 
cells all other linear arts in the expression, 
in black and white, of subjects Where free- 
dom of execution, precision and power are 
required. In painting local color and ac- 
curacy of tone do much to define form with.- 
out strong markings. In true etchings the 
line is supreme and almost unaided and is 
used in its most undisguised form in an in- 
terpretative, rather than in an imitative, 
way. To the untutored eye it may look 
scratchy or scrawly,but if guided by a master 
hand, it can express the depth of gloom or 
the brightness of sunshine, the fire of passion 
or the ,tenderness of love, Paint- 
ing can imitate or mirror nature 
in a more servile way than 
can etching, but the latter appeals strongly 
tomemory and the imagination and an in- 
telligent selection of fragmentary details and 
suggestions makes acomposite rendition 
which fully conveys tous the subtle mysti- 
ciem of mind over matter, or the artist's own 
thought and feeling as mirrored in nature. 
Two etchers would agree less in the interpre- 
tation of a scene than two painters would in 
the reproduction of it.

West End Lady—Purchasers Cannot 
Be Guided by Appearance. 


When there is so much sickness as there 
has been this spring there arises a great 
deal of discussion among the many circles of 
social intercourse as to the cause of suffering 
and discomforts attendant upon it. The 
usual scapegoats have been shouldered with 
their share of blame, namely the climate, the 
terrible smoky atmosphere of St. Louis, the 
vacant lots, the sewerage, and even 
the muddy water of the Mississippi, 
which in spite of its dark and uninviting 
appearance is the healthiest water in 
the world, as everybody finds out 
when they have to give it up. 
The sanitary conditions of the city are not 
perfect and vacant lots may be hotbeds of 
malaria, but these things are present with us 
always and sometimes St. Louls gets credit 
for being a very healthy city. 

Some people in discussing this question of 
health and thelr many bad feelings, which 
are all called grip, since that disease was 
discovered, have found another 
scapegoat for their ‘*miseries,’’ as 
the old darkies of the South 
always call general debility anda feeling of 
discomfort all over one’s physical being. The 
last-named scapegoat which is to bear the 
blame of the chills, fevers, headaches, etc., 
isthe paper which adorns the walls of our 
homes, the wraps which we wear, the candy 
which we eat, the very air that we breathe in 
our bed - rooms. That this may 
be true to a certain degree 


It pro- 
duces so many different effects, some 
of which are sore throat, difficulty in breath- 
ing, nausea, vomiting, general debility and 
nearly all of the symptoms attributed to 
malarial poisoning. A gentleman in Boston 
was totaly prostrated with tuness for two 
years, and the greatest specialist could not 
find the seat of his disease or know what 
alled him, Finally they discovered that his 
System was perfectly saturated with 
arsenic, which he hed taken im 
by degrees for years in his home, 
where the pecullar conditions exposed him to 
its effects. Many of the invalids who upon 
being sent away from home so quickly im 
prove are victims to arsenical poison, 80 
proved by the nicer chemical tests of late 
years. If so many articies in common use 
contain poison; the public ought to know it 
and be warned of their risk when they pur- 
chase such articles. 
CANNOT BE GUIDED BY APPEARANCE, 

Many varieties of wall paper can be pre- 
pared andare prepared without atrace of 
arsenic, and some of the most beautiful pat- 
terns, too, while some of the most modest 
colors contain arsenic ip large quantities, So 
ladies cannot be guided by appearance in se- 
lecting their wall decorations. Another in- 
stance of the harm done by arsenic in wall 
paper was that of a young lady who lest her 
voice, which wasafine one for singing, by 
arsenic. 

There ts from 3,000,000 to 5,000,000 pounds of 
white arsenic imported into this conntry 
nearly every year. Nearly ali Insect powders 
contain arsenic and a great deal of it is used 
in gloss. , 

The danger or the arsenic in wall paper 
comes from the fact that the poison leaves 


firmly and deeply impressing itself upon the 
masses of the people.

Several Notable Attractions This Week 
— Musical Events—Ooulisse Chat. 


Artistic dramatic production and enthusi- 
astic appreciation of it were happily linked 
at the Grand Opera-house last week. 

In Men and Women’’ Messrs, De Mille and 
Belasco have written a play which falls short 
of greatness and is marred by some faults, 
but which has many strong points and shows 
excellent fidelity to the facts of human life. 
The strength and weakness of men and 
women are boldly and cleverly treated. The 
play displays the skill of construction that 
marks all of the productions of these drama- 
tists and is thoroughly entertaining. 

Praise is especially due Mr. Charles Froh- 
man for the intelligence and liberality 
with which he has produced the 
play. The company is admirable in 
every part. It is 80 harmoniously 
excellent and the work is so artistic through- 
out that it would be hypercriticism to seek 
for flaws. One of the neatest bits of work, 
exceedingly fine in character drawing and in 
humor, which was overlooked in previous 
commendation, is the Pendleton of Leslie 
Allen. 

The brilliant success of the engagement 
was deserved.

In it he has grouped a 
number of characters that are new to the 
stage, if not to literature, and that seem to 
have been waiting long, in tempting prox- 
imity, for the dramatist totransfer them to 
the boards. Every one of these personages 
is an interesting study, and every one con-

The play is well-nigh plotless. It is bare of 
events; it has few ‘‘situations:’’ it lacks the 
directness of purpose and the strength of 
current that are supposed to form the back- 
bone o a drama. The incidents are not start- 
ung; they are frequently trivial. The*story 
is simple to the verge of sterility. But if it is 
thin in texture and loosely woven, it is, 
nevertheless, rich in character strokes—not 
powerfully limned, it is true, but having 
much of the charm and something of the 
artistic confusion of a portfolio of aquarelles 
and pen-and-ink sketches. It may be that 
„Alabama is the precursor ofa new school 
of writing for the stage.It may be that its pop- 
ular success will tempt men of letters—stu- 
dents of American life—to produce sketches 
ofthe same unconventional nature. * * * 
There is a good deal of what painters call 
feeling and atmosphere in ‘‘Alabama.’’ The 
sectional prejudice, the ceremonious court- 
esy, the narrow view of a small and isolated 
Southern community, where stagnation and 
decay followed the overthrow of ante-bellum 
institutions, are suggestea with skill and 
verity.

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UNIVERSITY OF OXFORD. 


THE MANY COLLEGES THAT MAKE THIS 
GREAT SEAT OF LEARNING. 


It Has 53,000 Graduated Students Living 
—Its Foundation Nearly Six and a Half 
Centuries Ago—Its Power and Influence 
on English Life. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 
Though not as ancient as the universities of 


Bologna and Paris, Oxford and its sister 


Cambridge have far eclipsed their elders in 
learning, influence, importance, foundations 
and wealth. The chim that Oxford was 
established in Alfred’s time cannot be verified, 
and indeed the tradition that it was can only 
be traced as far back as the fourteenth cen- 
tury. All earlier chroniclers are silent on the 
subject, and as Domesday Book’’ makes no 
mention thereof it may be considered that no 
educational establishment had a corporate 
existence prior to 1249, when the 
first college of the existing uni- 
versity was founded.” This and the 
successive foundatioss were originally in- 
tended for poor scholars, but their superior 
discipline led to the practice of sending to 
them wealthier youths as ‘‘commoners’’ or 
aying boarders, and gradually the poorer 
tudent grew less in numbers until only the 
aristocrats and the wealthy were seen in 
Oxford. 


The Reformation fora time nearly emptied | 


the university, most o the Halls disappeared 
and later the code d statutes imposed by 
Laud during his chancliorship had an injuri- 
ous effect and retarded in a high degree the 
progress and influenceof the university. Ox- 
ford was disorganized and demoralized by 
the civil wars; it was intensely loyal to 
Charles, who madeit his headquarters and 
held his Parliament there. Undergraduates 
discarding their acalemical robes, seized 
the sword and repaired to the feld 
to struggle for their royal master. Cromwell’s 
arrogance and domineering completed the 
work of destruction, and for many a long 
year the tide of learzing ebbed at Oxford. 
Even after the Restoration learning declined, 
andinthe eighteenth century Oxford sank 
into a state of intellectual torpor. The 
first sign of reviving life was the foundation 
in 1807 of Honor schools’’ in classics and 
mathematics. The great Oxford move- 
ment’’ gave a great mpulse to the intellect- 
ual as well as tothe ecclesiastical activity of 
the university, and though the outcome was 
a loss of clerical influence it had a 
beneficial effect on the university 
as a seat of learning. The era of 
university reform began with the appoint- 
ment of a Royal Commission of Inquiry in 
1850. In 1854 the subscription to the thirty- 
nine articles hitherto required at fmatricula- 
tion and on admission to the B. A. degree was 
abolished, and in the same yearan executive 
commission was appointed which abolished 
the local restrictions of scholarships and fel- 
lowships. 
THE COLLEGES. 

The colleges composing the university are 
twenty-one in number. and the oldest of 
these is University College, founded in 1249 by 
William, Bishop of Durham. The hall, library 
and chapel are fine buildings and contain 
many works ofart. Lords Eldon and Stowell 
and the poet Shelley were members of this 
college. 

Balliol College 
by Sir John Balliol, 
King of Scotland. Adam Smith, 
Duke Humphrey of Gloucester, Sir William 
Hamilton, the metaphysician, and the poet 
Southey were trained here. Opposite the 
master’s door, at the Broad street entrance, 
is the site where Cranmer, Ridley and Lati- 
mer were martyred. 

Merton College was founded in 1264 by 
Walter de Merton, ‘‘England’s Chancellor, 
Rochester’s bishop,’’ and possesses the most 
unigue library inthe world, the features of 
600 years ago being still maintained. The 
floor is tiled, andthe oak screens, settees, 
tables, etc., are over 700 years old, and many 
books are chained to their shelves. 
The collection of . works is rare and 
curious, and it has also many valuable 
manuscripts. One of the most valuable 
books is ‘‘Caxton’s Chaucer,’’ with richly n- 
luminated borders. The chapel, noted for its 
massive tower, immense east window and 
quaint architecture, contains the tomb of Sir 
Thomas Bodley, founder of the Bodleian 
Library; the altar piece is one of Tintorello’s 
beautiful works. Merton’s alumni include 
many archbishops and bishops, several 
Roman cardinals, Harvey of blood circulating 
fame and Dick Steele. 

Exeter College, founded in 1314 by Walter 
de Stapleton, Bishop of Exeter, is noted for 
its chapel, which is a masterpiece of Gothic 
architecture. The library, which is extremely. 
handsome, contains many curious books, 
among others Henry VII.’s illuminated mass 
book. 
James Anthony Froude 
this alumni. 

Oriel College was founded in 1326 by Adam 
de Brome and Edward II. Its library and 
hall contain invaluable treasures of books, 
MSS., portraits, and very old gold and silver 
plate. The alumni is distinguished, and in- 
cludes Cardinal Newman, the famous Pusey, 
William Wilberforce and Matthew Arnold. 

Queen’s College, founded in 1340 by Robert 
de Eglesfleld, was named in honor of Queen 
Philippa, whose chaplain he was. The pres- 
ent buildings are Wren’s works and are 
gracefully proportioned. From its roll of 
honor may be selected the names of the 
Black Prince, Henry V.; Cardinal Beaufort, 
John Wyckliffe, Lord Raglan and Lord Cardi- 
gan. 

New College was founded in 1386 by William 
of Wykeham and has educated many famous 
men, among others Thomas Ken and Sidney 
Smith. 

Lincoln College was founded in 1427 by 
Richard Flemyng, Bishop of Lincoln. The 
chapelis very beautiful; the roof, screen, 
wainscot, pews and doors are of richly carved 
cedar, and the painted glass in the windows 
is six centuries old. Sir Walter Raleigh was 
trained here. 

All Souls College, founded in 1437 by Arch- 
bishop Chichele, was first used asa chantry 
for offering prayers for the souls of those 
slain in the French wars. The, chapel con- 
tains 135 statuesof various Kings and Princes 
of England. Jeremy Taylor, Sir Christopher 
Wren and the Marquis of Salisbury, En- 
gland's Prime Minister and the University’s 
Chancellor, are of the alumni. ' 

Magdalen College, founded in ‘1456 by 
William of Waynfiete, Bishop of Winchester, 
is a collection of combined architectural and 
natural beauties. Itssituation is perfect, its 
buildings graceful and elegant, and among all 
the spires of Oxford none is so beautiful as 
that of Magdalen, The hall is remarkable 
for itsoak wainscot, and contains portraits 
of Wolsey, Cardinal Pole, Dean Colet, Prince 
Rupert, Dr. Sacheverell and Addison, all of 
whom were members of the college, as 
were John Hampden, Gibbon, the historian, 
Prof. Wilson, Charies Reade and Palmerston. 

Brasenose College was founded in 1609 by 
Bishop Smith of Lincoln and Sir Richard Sut- 
ton, the latter being ancestor of 
Sir Richard of Genesta of yacht fame. Over 
the chief door of the col- 
lege hangs an immense brazen nose from 
which it is erroneously supposed the college 
takes its name, but it ig really derived from 
brasenhas or brewery, it now occupying the 
site of Alfred’s brewing house; itshall and 
library are very fine and the chapel roof is 
famed for its remarkable beauty. Bishop

One of the sights of 
The House, as this college is termed, 
is a beautiful fan roof springing from a single 
pillar, a triumph of architecture alone worth 
a visit.

It has a magnificent roof of superbly 3 
carved oak, and the walls are adorned with 
almost priceless works of Holbein, Van Dyck, 
Zacchero, Lely, Lawrence, Janssen, Hopp- 
ner, Kneller, Hogarth, Reynolds, Galns- 
borough and other great painters. The 
chapel is St. Frideswide, the ca- 
thedral of the diocese; it is Nor- 
man in character, and consists of choir 

nave, aisles and transepts. There are a great 
number of brasses, monuments and tombs in 
the chapel, besides a vast number of slabs 
and mural tablets. Of the distinguished 
alumni may be mentioned Wellington, Sir 
Robert Peel, Sir Philip Sidney, John d 
Charles Wesley; Ben Jonson, John R 

and Albert Edward, Prince of Wales. 

Trinity College was founded by the Priors of 
Durham in 1554. The great Chatham, Sir John 
Denham, the poet; John Evelyn of diary 
fame, Lord North and Walter Savage Landor 
are names which honor the roll ot college 
worthies. 

St. John’s College was founded in 
1555 by Sir Thomas White, Lord Mayor 
of London, Its hall contains a gorgeous 
mantelpiece and portraits of Lawd, Sir 
Walter Raleigh, Archbishop Juxon, 
George III. in his ;coronation robes, and 
other men of note. In the chapel are the 
bodies of the founder, Lawd and Dr. Baylie, 
President of the college in time of Charles I. 
At this college Lawd entertained his royal 
master, little dreaming that host and guest 
would perish by the sameax. Juxon, Lawd, 
Killigrew, the humorist, the H- fated Lord 
Strafford and Francis Tresham of Gunpowder 
Plot were of this college. 

Jesus College, founded by Elizabeth and 
Dr. Price in 1571, was at first intended solely 
for Welshmen, but this rule has long been 
obsolete. The hall contains portraits of 
Elizabeth, Charles I., les II. and others. 
The library contains Welsh MSS., and 
in the Bursary stands a punch-bowl with a 
capacity of ten gallons, its ladle holding a 
pint. Onthe books are the names of many 
bishops of Rangor, Ossory and Llandaff, 
Nash, the architect, and Dr. Bandinel, the 
first Bampton lecturer. 

Wadham College was founded in 1618 by 
Nicholas Wadham. Among its noted alumni 
are Sir Christopher Wren, Lord Chancellor 
Wesbury, Admiral Blake and Dr. Wilkins, 
founder of the Royal Society. 

Pembroke College was founded in 1624 by 
Thomas Tesdale. The hall is a noble room, 
with fine worked oak roof, and contains por- 
traits of Charles I,, Queen Anne and Dr. 
Johnson by Sir Joshua Reynolds. At this col- 
lege Johnson was a servitor. Bishop Bonner, 
George Whitefield, Pym and Camden, the 
historian, were educated here. 

Worcester College, founded in 1714 by Sir 
Thomas Cooke, possesses beautiful gardens 
containing a fine sheet of water, and here is 
held the flower show during commemoration. 
The chapel is magnificently decorated with 
medieval groups on dead gold ground, and 
the roof is similarly ornamented; the pave- 
ment is of fine tessalated marble, and it con- 
tains portraits of Alfred, Venerable Bede and 
many saints. It possesses the richest interior 
ofthe university chapels, and is the finest 
example of the Renaissance in England. 
Coryate the traveler, the poet Lovelace, De 
Quincy of opium eating fame, and Samuel 
Foote, actor and dramatist, were trained 
here. 

THE NEW COLLEGES. 

From 1714 until 1869 there were no college 
foundations, but inthe latter year Keble Col- 
lege was erected in memory of John Keble, 
author of The Christian Lear, his admirers 
subscribed £150,000 for the purpose. Though 
not confined to divinity students it is especial- 
ly adapted to them. In the library hangs Hol- 
man Hunt’s famous picture, ‘‘The Light of 
the World.’’ 

Hertford College was originally founded 
Hart Hall in the end of the thirteenth century, 
but in 1740 was changed to Hertford Hall. In 
1822 Magdalen Hall (not Magdalen College) 
was destroyed by fire, and its corporation 
was affiliated with Hertford Hall, and in 1874 
it was incorporated as Hertford College. On 
the rolls are found the names of Sir Matthew 
Hale, the famous Chief Justice, Dean Swift, 
and Lord Chancellor Clarendon. 

The Bodleian Library in Oxford, the most 
important existing, was founded in 1598 by 
Sir Thomas Bodley, and contains 416,000 vol- 
umes, receives a copy of every work pub- 
lished in the country, and is ihcreased yearly 
by liberal and judicious purchases. Among 
its curios is the first book printed in the En- 
glish language, executed by Oaxton in 1472 at 
Bruges; a block book—the Apocalypse— 
dated 1440; the Declaration of Monmouth on 
the morning of his execution, signed by 
himself and six bishops; Wyckliffe’s Bible; 
Guttenberg’s first Bible; Edward VI. exer- 
cise book; a manuscript book in Elizabeth’s 
handwriting; a Psalter of 1340; illuminated 
missals, manuscripts, Korans, autographs, 
etc. The picture gallery, which is also 
a minor museum, contains portraits, 
books, medals, models, seals, casts, ivories, 
busts and curiosities of all kinds; also Bod- 
ley’s chest, with its intricate arrangement of 
locks; Elizabeth’s fruit trenchers; a chair 
made from timbers of Sir Francis Drake’s 
Ship and Guy Fawkes’ lantern. On the wall 
hangs the famous admonition: 

Touch what you like with your eyes, 
But do not see with your fingers. 

The professorships are numerous and com- 
prehensive. They are as follows: 

Faculty of Theology: Divinity, Sacred The- 
ology, Pastoral Theology, Interpretation of 
the Holy Scriptures, Hebrew and Rabbinical 
Literature. 

Faculty of Law: English Law, Civil Law, 
Roman Law, International Law, Indian 
Law, and Jurisprudence. 

Faculty of Natural Science, including Med- 
icine and Mathematics: Medicine, Clinics, 
Surgery, Anatomy, Human and Com- 
parative; Physiology, Anthropology, Med- 
1val Palzwography, Natural Philos- 
ophy, Experimental Philosophy, Bot- 
any, Chemistry, Geology,’ Mineralogy, 
zoology. conchology, astronomy, geometry 
and algebra. Faculty of Arts: Moral and 
mental philosophy, comparative philosophy, 
comparative philology, nne arts, archaeology, 
political economy, rural economy, logic, an- 
cient history, modern history, Indian history, 
foreign history, English language and litera- } 
ture, Latin history, Latin literature, Greek 
history, Greek literature, poetry, music, 
Latin, Greek, Anglo-Saxon, Arabic, Persian, 
Sanskrit, Telegu, Hindustanee, Chinese, Ger- 
man, Italian, Spanish, French and Celtic. 

THE DEGREES GRANTED. 

The degrees granted by Oxford are Bach- 
elor and Master in Arts, Bachelor and Doctor 
in Civil Law, Medicine and Divinity. 

Admission to the University requires cer- 
tain examinations on various branches or a 
test accepted in lieu. When a member, other 
examinations must be passed before obtain 
inga degree. There are two different sets of 
examinations—a dificult one for those who 
seek Honors“ and an easy one for those who 
are content with an ordinary pass. Pass- 
men may complete their academical course 


higher education of women, who are admitted 
to lectures of the university professors and to 


some college lectures. i 


A university education entails a yearly cost 
of about £300; it has been done for less, 
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„ dull- dogs (roundsmen) are 
honest in ferreting out offenders. 

Commons is the term applied to the 
dinner served in the ‘‘hall’’ from the college 
kitchen. It consists of soup or fish, an entree 
and a joint, and costs 2 shillings; sweets, 
bread, butter, cheese and beer come from the 
college buttery and are charged additional. 
These items are known as Battels, a term 
also applied to the weekly bills from the 
kitchen and the buttery. In most colleges 
attendance in the ‘‘Hall’’ at least five times a 
week is mpulsory,and generally you are 
— 2 r Commons whether present or 
not. 

All the colleges except Keble and Hertford 
have endowment incomes ranging from £2,- 
118 (Worcester) to £31,977 (Christ Church). 
The aggregate amount of income is £200,187, 
or $972,908.82; this amount is augmented by 
about £40,000 received from members for 
matriculation fees, college dues, degree 
costs, etc., so Oxford is sound financially. 

The Chancellor of the University is the 
Marquis of Salisbury, Prime Minister of 
England, who is elected by the votes of the 
University members. His appointee, the 
Vice-Chancellor, performs the functions of 
the office and his power within the area un- 
der his jurisdiction far surpasses any other 
constituted authority in any town of the 
Kingdom except that of the sister university, 
Cambridge. He is the coadjutor of the city’s 
mayor, with the consent of the university he 
can make laws binding on the townsmen, he 
appoints certain city officials, his consent ts 
necessary tothe granting of licenses to sell 
liquor, he swears in the sheriffs and has 
absolute control of all theaters and places of 
amusement in the city and district. 

8 ITS POLITICS. 

In politics Oxford is rigidly conservative, as 
indeed all the universities of the United 
Kingdom are. It has two representatives in 
Parliament who are elected by convocation, 
which consists of all Oxford Masters of Art 
and Doctors of Civil Law, Medicine or Dtivin- 
ity who remain members of the university 
whether resident or non-resident. Until the 
**caution money, about £25, paid at his 
matriculation, is withdrawn, his name re- 
mains on the books, and if he possesses one 
of the above degrees he can vote at the par- 
liamentary elections of the university. The 
members of convocation number at prerent 
nearly 6,000, the undergraduates 2,912, and 
the total membership, 12,000. If all now liy- 
ing who were educated at Oxford were still 
members the alumni would be about 53,000. 

For centuries the university was mainly a 
clerical and aristocratic seminary, exercising 
but slight influence onthe scientific or com- 
mercial world and but little affected by their 
affairs, but within the past thirty years a 
profound, though almost unseen, change has 
gradually passed over the face of the old uni- 
versity. The recognition of unattached stu- 
dents has broken down the monopoly of col- 
leges; new blood and new ideas have been 
infused into the collegiate bodies; the 
spontaneous development of athletic, lit- 
erary and political clubs and associations 
has created new ties among undergraduates 
and weakened the old exclusive spirits of 
college partizanship; the admission of Non- 
conformists and the progress of free thought 
has powerfully modified theological bigotry; 
the introduction of feminine influences has 
undermined the ideal of semi-monastic 8 
clusion and greatly increased the innocent 
gsthetic distractions which are most for- 
midable rivals of the austerer Muses. In de- 
parting somewhat from the clerical and 
aristocratic traditions the University has be- 
tome far more cosmopolitan ; all religions are 
there mingled harmoniously, nor is it un- 
common to meet in the streets young 
men of Oriental race and complexion 
wearing academical costume. At the same 
time a marked reformation has been wrought 
in the morals of the university, and manners 
have become more gentle as their tastes be- 
come more refined. The ostentation of wealth 
bas diminished and despite the increase of 
amusements there is plainer living and 
higher thinking in modern Oxford than 
in the Oxford of Elizabeth or Charles II. 
It is true that in ceasing to be 
the intellectual stronghold of the 
medieval church or the instrument of 
Tudors statecraft or the training school for 
the Anglican clergy it may have lost some- 
thing ofits ancient supremacy, but it has 
asserted its national character,and never has 
it exercised a more widespread control over 
the national mind than it does in these the 
latter years of the nineteenth centus;-

VALUE OF GENEROSITY.

In that way you 
benefit them not merely in a natural way, but 
you make them feel that men are really 
brothers, and that they were made to help 
one another. That feeling is not only agree- 
able in itself, butit will be apt to prompt 
them to carry out the principle themselves. 
Put yourself into all you do and let others feel 
that you are there. Do not contribute to a 
charitable fund, but go yourself and help. It 
may seem an inconvenience at first, but soon 

you will come to consider it worth any incon- 
lence. 

Perhaps I ought to say a word about the 
companions a young man should choose for 
himself. You should try to make companions 
of the best people vou can become acquaint- 
ed with. In order to do this you must have 
something in yourself that may be a return 
to them for what they give you. It is not 
necessary, for this purpose, to bea genius, or 
to have remarkable intellect, or extraordl- 
nary erudition. But, be yourself, and bea 
man, and learn to think of others before 
yourself and you will have friends 
enough, and of the best. To be 
intimate with the magnanimous and 
the noble aids to form those qualities in one’s 
self. A man is known by the company he 
keeps, and those who know what friends you 
have will be able to form a very correct guess 
of what you yourselfare. You should see to 
it that this estimate be as high as your oppor- 
tunities may secure. 

But perhaps I cannot better sum up my 
advice to young people than to say that 1 
have derived, and still find, the greatest 
pleasure in my life in doing good to others. 
Do good constantly, patiently and wisely, and 
you will never have cause to say that your 
life was not worth living.

CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY. 


Peculiar Conduct of a Time Payment Fur- 
niture Dealer. 


Mrs. Ida Anderson and her daughter, Mary 
Anderson, claim to have been made the vic- 
tims ofa conspiracy, thus far successfully 
carried out, to take from them alltheir wordly 
possessions and then leave them no recourse 
at law. The facts were brought out yester- 
day afternoon, when a damage suit filed by 
Mrs. Anderson through her attorneys, Mar- 
shall McDonald and Alphonso Howe, against 
Wm. Willard, the time payment furniture 
man, at 719 Franklin avenue. Mrs. Anderson 
in her statement made before witnesses tells 
a most peculiar story. 

Mrs. Anderson a few months ago was em- 
ployed at Barr’s, while her daughter worked 
at the Lindell Hotel. The latter saved some 
$135, which she concluded toinvest in furni- 
ture. She went to Willard’s, purchased $158 
worth of furniture, the next payment on 
which was to be made April 1. On March 
6 Willard sent a man to the 
house where the furniture was taken, 
1132 North Second street, and took possession, 
leaving the house empty, with Mrs. Ander- 
son’s child sick and without a bed on which 
to lay it. Dr. Chamblain of St. Louis and 
Grand avenue was present and witnessed it. 
Suit for damages was finally brought through 
the attorneys named in Mrs. Anderson’s 
name, the furniture having been her daugh- 
ter’s, but from whom she secured a title, 
Willard by some means getting possession of 
the document. 

When Willard saw that he had made a mis- 
take, according to the claims of Mrs. Ander- 
son and her daughter, he sent one of his men 
to her for the purpose, apparently, of getting 
her signature toa paper which exonerated 
the man who removed the furniture from 
any misconduct, which she signed for a con- 
sideration of $8. Yesterday this paper was 
introduced in Justice James McCaffery's 
court, and proved to be a compromise of the 
case, with the signature of Miss Mary Ander- 
son also attached (o it. The latter unfalter- 
ingly pronounced her signature a forgery, 
in which sentiment she was backed 
by Mrs. Mollie Charleston, living at 
1130 North second street, who witnessed 
the signing of the instrument, and heard the 
conversation that preceded it. Before this 
instrument had been signed and after an at- 
torney had been consulted Mrs. Anderson 
called on Willard, she says, and he promised 
to allow her to chose as much furniture as 
she wanted, and would put it back in the 
house on North Second street. The next 
morning a stove arrived, and that was all 
that was received until a day ortwoago, 
when a bed-room set of the value of about $20 
was sent to the now almost destitute woman. 

Before the case could be called Willard took 
a change of venue, walking up to Justice Mc- 
Caffery and asking that it be sent to a certain 
Justice, whereupon he was told it would be 
sent where the discretion of the Oourt saw 
ht. The case went to Justice Manning. 

It is likely that criminal proceedings will be 
instituted by the plaintiff’s attorneys in the 
near future.

A QUEER OLD VILLAGE. 


AN ANCIENT WAYSIDE TOWN IN CEN- 
TRAL ITALY. 


Three Hours at Chinsi—The Discomforts 
of Travel in the So-Called “Land of 
Sunshine and Blue Skies’’—The Sights 
of a Country Town.

Ron, March 20.—Chinsi! I wonder how 
many Americans have ever heard of this lit- 

tle Italian town before. I never bad until I 

was dropped there one morning recently, or 

rather within halfa mile of iton a desolate 
plain at 9a. m. and told I would have to wait 


four hours for a third-class train to Rome. I 
got out of bed at Sienna at the unearthly hour 
ot S A. m. As everybody knows, that ancient 
town is perched on top of a hill, as almost all 
Itallän towns are. Being winter, the tem- 
peratire of my bedroom at 5 a. m., coupled 
with the prehistoric glacial tile flooring and 
the microscopic piece of carpet in the Alber- 
go ot the Three Moors, will ever be a mem- 
ory of my sojourn in this fossilized Italian 
town that will send shivers down my back. 
I might just as well have stayed in bed until 
gand would have gotten to Rome just as 
soon.

I must confess thata wayside station in 
Italy is the most dispiriting place conceiva- 
ble. At Chinsi there were two waiting rooms,

Although the day 
was miserably coid the grates were fireless, 
but they contained someashes and charred 
sticks, which looked as if the unheard ex- 
travagance of a fire had been some time com- 
mitted during the winter. There were a few 
interesting types of humanity around the 
station, some soldiers returning to Rome and 
Naples after spending a holiday with their 
friends, the usual number of beggars who 
informed you, if of the juvenile class, that 
their father was dead, their mother was dead 
and that they were dying with hunger.

| ber of parcels evidently addressed to some 
Siennese families. They were very grandiose, 
indeed, and smacked of a bygone age. 
The greater number of the parcels 
contained live poultry, with their heads 
sticking through the canvas covering. One 
was addressed to The Most Illustrious and 
Gentle Noble, etc., Signora. The Italian ad- 
jectives are capable of great expansion and 
can not be adequately translated into 
English. The lower classes are very lavish 
in their use of them to their superiors. 

After the space of a half hour the beggars, | 
the soldiers and the high-sounding labels 
commenced to fall on me, and as there was 
still some three hours before me, Ifelt that 
if I stayed around that statten I might com- 
mit suicide. Back of the station, on a hill, 
about a half mile distant, I noticed an 
ancient looking tower-capped town, so I con- 
signed my baggage tothe tender mercies of 
the station master and set out on foot to ex- 
plore the town embowered amid 
its evergreen groves. I met a number of 
hale old women coming down the hill, and as 
the way was rather muddy, they were not at 
all niggardly in displaying their hose. A 
procession of bullocks with immense horns, 
laden with bags of flour, and a little girl 
minding a drove of runty, black pigs gave 
local color to the wayside attractions of the 
scene. 

Close to the village I came on a curious 
wayside shrine representing the crucifixion, 
in the shape of an iron cross some twelve feet 
high, with cock, sponge, towel, spears, etc. 
At the entrance of the town one of the most 
pretentious of the houses borea marble tab- 
let set into the wall with the inscription that 
Pius IX. addressed the faithful from the bal- 
cony of the house . sometime in October, 1857, 
when obliged to flee from Rome through 
the temporary aberration of his flozk there. 
In an hour’s ramble through this town I be- 
lieve I did not see a single house that looked 
asif it was built within the last hundred 
years;everything seemed hundreds, almost 
thousands of years old. 

A CRUMBLING PILLAR. 

One open place was decorated with a crum- 
bling pillar, topped with a stone shield, bear- 
ing the arms of the Medici family. The pillar 
looked as if it would crumble to pieces at the 
slightest touch. The arms of the Medici fam 
ily, one ofthe oldest in Italy, among other 
heraldic emblazonments, is adorned with 
five balls; from this the signof the pawn- 
broker, three balls, has descended. I 
strolled into an equally crumbling looking 
Catholic Church, and a more dismal place 
I never beheld. There were two young 
disconsolate looking priests engaged in 
adorning the altar ofthe Blessed Virgin with 
tinsel and paper flowers. I would much pre- 
fer to be exiled to Botany Bay than bea 
priest in that tomb-like church. They did 
not even offer to show me any curiosity 
locked up in the sacristy, such as the ossified 
fragments of some holy saint or martyr, 
which nearly every Catholic Church in Italy 
possesses. 

The family linen was hanging out to dry 
from the windows of one of the most aristo- 
cratic houses in the town. A house, or rather 
a palace, which had an ancient coat of arms 
in sculptured stone over the door, 
and which no doubt belonged to 
the local duke or Count of the community 
whose ancestors lorded it for centuries over 
the poorignorant serfs of the surrounding 
country. I was surprised to see such a pro- 
ceeding in an aristocratic family. Perhaps 
they wanted the villagers to see what fancy 
things they possessed, and, indeed, there 
was a goodly display with many unmention- 
able articles. Through an open doorway I 
could see an aricient female seated in front of 
a rustic weaving apparatus busily plying the 
shuttle. The whole weaving outfit was very 
quaint and carried you back to the middle 
ages. 

In the principal square the artist and lover 
of the picturesque could feast himself to his 
heart’s content on an old stone well with 
iron cover and quaint od pulleys 
to draw the water with. To this well pretty 
black-eyed girls and old crones were continu- 
ally coming and going and drawing the water 
into battered vase-like copper vessels, not to 
be seen outside of Italy except in a curiosity 
shop. Ihave no doubt a good deal of gossip 
was exchanged at this well, judging from the 
time some of the inhabitants tarried there. 

I came across another curious well in the in- 
terior ofa baker’s shop. It occupied half 
the doorway, hadastone curb several feet 
high, with a rope and pulley to draw the 
water.

EARLY VOYAGE ON THE MISSOURI. 


Eccentricities of Audubon, the Naturalist, 
Who Formed One of the Party—His 
First Black Squirrel—High Water in 
the Forties. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

In the year 1843, April 25, we left St. Louis 
with the steamer Omega, carrying the out- 
fits, merchandise and provisions for Pierre 
Chouteau, Jr., to different posts on the Upper 
Missouri River; alsothe Government annul- 
ties for the different bands of Indians of the 
Northwest. We had for passengers the cele- 
brated ornithologist John I. Audubon and 
party (six), Mr. Belland Dr. Harris of New 
York being of the number, all guests of Mr. 
P. Chouteau, Jr. They were making the voy- 
age for the purpose of not only visiting the 
Upper Missouri and valleys but also intend- 
ing to penetrate intè the Rocky Mountains to 
add new specimens to his already great col- 
lections. Mr. Bell was the taxedermist of the 


party. 

We proceeded on with very little delay, ex- 
cepting that caused by high water, strong 
current and great difficulty in procuring dry 
fuel. The river was very high and the bot 
tom lands were generally overflowed, com- 
pelling us to even make our fuel before leav- 
ing the settlements, all cordwood having 
been washed away by thehigh water. The 
winter of - had been a noted one for its 
severity and heavy fall of snows in the moun- 
tains and valleys, followed by arainy spring, 
causing a great flood along the entire length 
of the Missouri River. The destruction of buf- 
faloes and game caused by this unusual cold 
and floods was so great that the banks of the 
river were lined with dead carcases for hun- 
dreds of miles. 

The first occurrence causing some axcite- 
ment happened at Handy’s Point, where now 
stands Fort Randall. As we were going 
around the point we were fired intobya war 
party of Indians ambushed, receiving some 
fifty or more bullets through the bulkheads 
andsash ofthe steamer. I happened to be on 
watch atthe time and at the wheel. The 
river being very narrow at that point we 
could not stand out of reach of the balis. The 
only way was to go ahead. Fortunately they 
gaveus but one broadside. One man only 
was seriously hurt. 

We had alsoon board Capt. Jos. A. Sire, 
who was going up witha crew to bring down 
the steamer Trapper that had been left the 
previous season at the mouth of the Little 
Missourt River on account of extreme low 
water. 

THE ECCENTRIC NATURALIST. 

Mr.Audubon was very fond of hunting, very 
active, with remarkable powers of endurance. 
He would on every occasion be out with the 
hunters collecting specimens. I will, how- 
ever, say that he made himself very unpopu- 
lar with the hunters, so much so that they 
took very little interest in helping him to 
make his collections. On one occasion he 
asked me if I had ever seen any black squir- 
rels in that country. My answer was 
that I had and oftentimes killed them. 
Do you know what a black squirrel is, he 
asked. My answer was that I thought I did, 
and thatI would try and get a specimen for 
him. Sure enough, a few days after we were 
wind-bound, and as it bid very fair to biow 
all day, I announced to the hunters that they 
could go out for game. I took my gun and 
went out looking fora black squirrel. I was 


large buck. and 
handed the squirrel to Mr. Bell, who admired

We killed a great many buffalo, elk, deer, 
antelope, wolves and bears. 

We started down for St. Louis, arriving 
here on the 29th of June after making a tedi- 
ous but prosperous voyage. 

Mr. Audubon and party remainedat the 
mouth of the Yellowstone River until fall and 
descended the river ina Mackinaw boat ac- 
companied by Etienne Proveau the renowned 
trapper and hunter.

As there is nothing in the world which de- 


pends so much on the preparation and cook- } 


ing a good recipe is found in this 
mode of making and ‘‘baking the cakes.’’ It 
is strictly of the old-fashioned style, with no 
modern improvement about it. This recipe 
will make enough for a family of four or five 
persons. Inthe evening take half a yeast 
cake, a little more than a quart of warm 
water and a small tablespoonful of salt, mix 
a batter, using one teacup of wheat flour to 
three of buckwheat. Add one large spoonful 
of molasses asasyrup. Tits will make them 
a delicate brown when baked. Leave in a 
warm place over night. Inthe morning the 
batter will de found light and spongy. Have 
the griddle hot (a soapstone one is considered 
best, so says the authority for this recipe), 
and just before baking add a 
half teaspoonful of bi-carbonate of 
soda dissolved in a little warm 
water. Do not bake guite all of the mixture. 
Allow a little more than a teacupful to re- 
main inthe bowl in which the batter was 
mixed. Set it immediately in a cool place, 
adding to it at night the four and other in- 
gredients for the following morning. Once 
a week you will be required to have new yeast 
and to begin anew. A great many cooks will 
shake their heads, however, Over the recipe 
and say thatthe self-rising buckwheat flour 
is Just as delicious and certainly more easy to 
use.

TOPEKA, Kan., April 11.—Reports received 
here from the recorder of mortgages of every 
county in the State show that the mortgage 
indebtedness of Kansas is being reduced at 
the rate of $1,000,000 a month. The figures 
show that the net decrease of mortage in- 
debtedness in the last fifteen months has 
been about $16,000,000, and the State statisti- 
can estimates that as the mortgage indebted. 
ness of the State will not at present much ex- 
ceed $50,000,000, itis not improbable that the 
farmers of the State will be substantially 
free from debt in four years. Gov. Hum- 
phrey said to-day to the Posr-Disraren cor» 
respondent that the creditors of Kansas were 
being paid off with a rapidity that 
can scarcely be equaledinany other State. 
A good wheat and corn crop this year, 
which is reasonably certain, said Gov, 
Humphrey, will floor all the Eastern fellows 
who have been predicting cial ruin for 
Kansas. The wheat never looked more 
promising, and the danger of a dry March or 
April, that sometimes proves disastrous to 
the wheat crop, cannot come this year. I be- 
lieve Kansas is about entering upon the most 
prosperous era in her history.

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THE KING AND THE CROSS. 


“THE HISTORIC PALACE AND CHURCH OF 
OLD HOLYROOD. 


A Ruined Shrine anda Royal Residence— 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DIsPaTcH. 

Being Sunday the readers of the Post-Dt1s- 
PATCH cannot consistently object to the fol- 
lowing pious legend, quite as well authenti- 
cated as the majority of such: 

THE KING AND THE CROSS. 

Now it came to pass on a certain holy day 
—being the day on which the Church cele- 
brates the finding of the Holy Cross at Jerusa- 
lem—that King David I. of Scotland was 
persuaded by his ungodly associates 
to goon a hunting excursion, instead of at- 
tending to his religious duties, as his devout 
confessor, Alcuin, urged him to do. The 
scene of the hunt was in the valley to the 
east of the great Castle of Edinboro, where 
now lies that part of the town called the 
Canongate. This valley was at that time 
part of a great forest, full of harts and hinds 
and other wild animals of that sort. When 
the King, in the ardor of the chase, had 
separated from his companions and rid- 
den to the foot of a high crag, 
there suddenly rushed upon him out 
of the forest a huge hart which dashed him 
and his horse to the ground with great vio- 
lence. The King threw up his hands between 
the horns of the stag to save himself from a 
deadly blow, but he could not have escaped 
had not a miracle been wrought in his favor. 
Even as he raised his hands an angel put into 
them the veritable Holy Cross, which when 
the stag saw, he immediately fied away from 
in greatest dismay. Soon afterward the 
King was admonished in a dream to suitably 

ze his miraculous preservation. So he 
straightway resolved to build and dedicate a 
-house to the Holy Rude (or cross), the Virgin 
and all the blessed saints on the very spot 
where he got the cross that saved him. 
FOUNDING OF HOLYROOD. 

Whether this story be fact or fiction we 
know that in the year 1128, King David built 
at Edinburgh an Abbey of the Order of St. 
Augustine, This abbey soon became the oc- 
casional residence of Scottish Kings. John 
Balliol held a parliament here in 129. James 
II. was born, crowned, married and buried in 
it. James IV. began the erection of a palace 
apart from the abbey, and here in 1503 he 
celebrated his nuptials with Princess 


Margaret of England with great 
pomp and splendor. Queen Mary took 
up her residence here when i she 


returned from Francein 1561, and her son, 
James VI., lived here before his accession to 
the English throne in 1608. It was garrisoned 
by Cromwell’s troops after the battle of Dun- 
bar im 1650, when the larger portion was de- 
stroyed by fire. It was rebuilt by Charles II. 
between 1671 and 4679, and in 1745 Prince 
Charles Edward, the Pretender, occupied it 
forafew months. It was the home ofthe 
Count d' Artois (afterward Charles X. of 
France) from 179% to 1799, and again from 1831 
to 1835. George IV., of unfragrant memory, 
held court init in 1822, and Queen Victoria 
has made many visits here during her long 


reign. 
A RUINED CHURCH. 

The monastic part of Holyrood has entirely 
disappeared, with the exception of the Abbey 
Church, and that is a massofruins. Storm, 
fire, the rude hand of time and ruder hand of 
man, have destroyed transepts, choir and 
roof; so that it now stands exposed to the 
elements within and without, and unless pro- 
tected must soon sink into undfstinguishable 
decay. The only striking relic of the former 
magnificence is the stone tracery ofthe great 
Gothic window over the high altar and the 
battered, but still beautiful, arched doorway 
of the main entrance. These tell what the 
mutilated temple must have been in the days 
of its glory, and lend wings to the imagina- 
tion that would revive historic memortes of 
the past. Before the now vanished altar, be- 
neath the great window, James II. married 
Mary of Gueldres, James III. married Mary 
of Denmark, and Mary Stuart married Darn- 
ley. Within these now shattered walls, when 
Scotland was as Catholic as She now Is Pro- 
testant, the Papal legate presented to James 
IV., inthe name of Pope Julius II., a purple 
crown and a sword of state. Listen, and you 
may still catch from out the far-off years the 
hum of priestly voices, the sweet chant of 
white-robed choristers and the solemn peal 
of the organ echoing from vaulted roof and 
filling the incense-laden air with music. 

Charles I. made some repairs in the church, 
and left a memorial of his work in the shape 
of atablet between the central windows of 
the front, bearing this inscription: 

HE SHALL BUILD ANE HOUSE 
FOR MY NAME, AND I WILL 
STABLISH THE THRONE 
OF HIS KINGDOM 
FOREVER. 

Unfortunately for Charles, the promise in 
his case was not fulfilled. 

HOLYROOD PALACE. 

Nothing is shown the visitor tothe royal 
dwelling except the picture gallery; Lord 
Darniey’s audience, sleeping and dressing 
rooms;a room added by Charles I., and the 
apartments of Mary, Queen of Scots. The 
picture gallery isa spacious affair, being 150 
feet long, 24 wide and about 20 feet in height. 
It is hung round witha hundred portaits of 
Scottish Kings, many of which are purely im- 
aginary so far as resemblance is concerned, 
and all valueless as works of art. In this 
room, at 40’clock in the morning, Mary con- 
tracted her murderous marriage with Both- 


well, and here the Pretender gave 
brilliant balls during the brief pe- 
riod of his prosperity. A memorable 


scene in Scott’s ‘‘Waverley’’ occurs at one 
of these balis, when the hero of the story fig- 
ures in company with Fergus and Flora Mac- 
Ivor, and Rose Bradwardine. In Darnley’s 
bed-room, among several others, is a por- 
trait of himself—supposably reliable. He 
looks like the knavish fool he undoubtedly 
was; and seeing that face one can pardon 
Mary for despising and detesting him, but 
not for what she did to rid herself of sucha 
husband. 
THE APARTMENTS OF QUEEN MARY. 

If like the writer you will hasten as quickly 
as possible through all the others to reach 
the rooms once occupied by Mary Stuart. 
For of all the Kings and Queens and famous 
people who, in the last four or five centuries 
have tenanted Holyrood, she isthe only one 


whose memory is inseparably associated 
with it. You hardly think of 
the rest at all, but her 


presence filis the place, and you seem to feel 
itatevery step. Whatever opinion one may 
have of her characterand conduct, his heart 
will throb with strange emotionas he ascends 
the stairs which lead to the suite of apart- 
ments where the luckless Queen once lived. 
The first is the audience chamber, 24 feet by 
22, lighted by a northern and southern . 
dow. The wooden ceiling probab 
belongs to the seventeenth century, as do all 
the rest, it is thought; butthe floor of oak, 
black and hard as iron with age, must be the 
same that her feet trod. The nakedness of 
the walls is hidden by faded tapestry, and an 
ancient bed, sofa and chairs are the furniture 
Oharies I. slept in the bed, so did Prince 
Charies Edward and so did ‘‘the Bloody 
Duke’’ of Cumberland, after extinguishing 
the Stuart cause at the battle of Oulloden.

n octagonal and hexagonal compartments. 


The old tapestry upon the walls represents 
the fall of Phaeton. The floor is oak, and un- 
mistakably very old. There are two portraits 
here, one of Henry VIII. and the other of 
Elizabeth, Unless the artist has Jed abom- 
inably—which he would scarcely dare to do 
in the case of such illustrious subjects—a 
harder looking pair than this father and 
daughter would be difficult to find outside of 
the penitentiary. A portrait of Mary near by 
makes their outrageous ugliness more in- 
tensely disagreeable. 

None of the furniture in this room ‘belonged 
to her, it is said, except possibly a small mir- 
ror hanging near the window; and there 18. 4 
tiny dit of embroidery, carefully framed, 
which some authorities declare to be her 
work. But it is sufficient to know that the 
room itself is practically zust as she left it, 
more than three hundred years ago; that this 
is the fooron which she walked, the win- 
dows from which she looked, the doors 
through which she passed—that here she 
lived. If one has any sentiment in his 
composition, he forgets all the sins of 
Mary—and they are neither few nor small— 
while he lingers in the place she once in. 
habited; or if he remembers them, hopes and 
believes they were atoned for by her sorrows 
and sufferings. You gaze into the mirror, 
and try to fancy a dim shadow of that 
radiant beauty it once reflected. You look at 
the faded embroidery, and fancy calls back 
from the dust the little white hand that 
wrought so cunningly so long, long ago. The 
spell of that wondrous loveliness, that mar- 
vellous fascination, of which fond tradition 
tells us—holds you a willing captive. She 
rules us from her grave. 

WHERE MURDER WAS DONE. 


Asmall dressing-room, perhaps 10 or 12 feet 
square, communicates with the sleeping 
apartment at the southwest corner; but it is 
empty and desolate. Inthe northeast corner 
of the bedchamber is a narrow door which 
the wall hahgings, when down, entirely con- 
ceal. This door leads to a private staircase 
which communicates with the suite of rooms 
below. Even now itrequiresa special per- 
mit (which I was fortunate enough to obtain) 
for the curious stranger to tread these 
gloomy steps of stone, from which murder 
seems to ooze in foul and bloody sweat. 
They wind around like a cork- 
screw, and so confined is the space that I 
brought away dusty evidence of contact with 
the walls. Up these steps Darnley rushed 
many a night to the arms of his, expectant 
bride; and up them, too, the cowardly wretch 
led the band of assassins hungry for Riceio's 
life. Two feet tothe left of the door of the 
staircase, is another which admits to what ts 
called ‘‘the supping room’ the scene of the 
terrible tragedy of which all the world has 
heard. It is irregular in shape, owing to the 
angle and turret of the building which it oc- 
cupies, and not more that ten feet long by six 
wide—a mere closet, in fact. To the leftof 
the door is a sort of cupboard or recess in the 
wall, probably for the table furniture; to the 
right isa small fireplace, and at the further 
end, in the angle, is the one window, looking 
out upon the courtyard below. On a stand 
near the window is the block of marble, from 
the old abbey church, upon which Mary 
knelt before the high altar when she wedded 
Darnley. On this marble is what once must 
have been an exquisite painting of the 
Virgin—done apparently on porcelain—about 
16 inches long by 10 wide. It is said to have 
been the altar piece in the Queen's private 
chapel; broken when the roof fellin, but very 
well repaired considering the injury it sus- 
tained. The walls are now stripped to the 
rough plastering, but in Mary’s day were 
draped with hangings of white silk, frag- 
ments of which—looking like torn pieces of 
old brown paper—are suspended there under 
glass. 

THE KILLING OF RICCIO. 

It is difficult to see how six persons could 
have taken supperin this little room; yet 
history says that was the number gathered 
there when (March 9, 1566,) the conspirators, 
headed by Darnley, burst in from the private 
staircase. The poor Itallan— Whose only 
crime seems to have been entire devotion to 
the Queen—received his first stab over her 
shoulder, and while clinging to herdress. He 
Was then dragged out into the bed chamber, 
thence into the audiente room beyond, and 
the butchery finally consummated at the 
head of the main stairway. Thereisa large 
dark stain upon the floor, which is said to 
have been made by Riccio’s blood—streaming 
from no less than fifty wounds. I was 
more touched, however, by the wooden par- 
tition, or screen, which Mary had erected 
after the murder to hide from 
her sight the spot where her favorite died. 
Ruthven, the chief actor in the slaughter, 
went back into the supper room, demanded 
a cup of wine, and threatened to cut the 
Queen into collops’’ if she called to the peo- 
ple in the courtroom from the window, as 
she wastrying to do. The murderers then 
hurried down the winding stair by which they 
had entered, crossed the garden and sought 
temporary refuge in a small building bexond, 
which is still known as queen Mary's bath 
house. Some thirty years ago or more, 
when this building was in process of repair, 
the workmen found an old rust-eaten dagger 
hidden behind the wainscoting; a ghastly 
relic, it is believed, of the tragedy. 

Mary denounced Darnley then and there 
as the moving cause of the murder. ‘I 
shall be your wife no longer,’’ she exclaimed, 
and shall never like well till I make you 
have as sorrowiul a heart as I have at this 
present. She was as good as her word. Sit- 
ting by his bedside at the Kirk - in- Nield House, 
Sunday evening, Feb. 9, 1567, she casually re- 
marked to her husband that ‘‘it was much 
about this time twelvemonth that Riccio was 
murdered.’’ She left between 10 and 11 
o’clock and two hours after midnight 
the house was blown up with 
gunpowder, and Darniey’s body found 
in the neighboring garden, Three months 
after this murder Mary married James Hep- 
burn, Earl of Bothwell, whom everybody be- 
lieved to be the murderer. Did she know 
what was goingto happen on that Sunday 
night? Iam compelled to think that she did; 
that she was at least a consenting party to 
the deed which avenged on Darnley the 
death of Riccio. 

WHAT JOHN KNOX SAID. 


It is suggestive of the peculiar goodness of 
the good oid times’’ to know that the great 
preacher and reformer openly pronounced 
the murder of Riccio to be a just act, and 
worthy of all praise!“ 1 

To the left of the small side door by whic 
visitors enter the church from the palace| 
is the opening—now blocked up~—which com 
municates with the private staircase alread:

ments. Be careful as you pass along, or yor 
Will tread upon a grave. David Riccio t 
buried under the pavement in front of thx 
old doorway through which his murderer 
went to kill him, but there is not a line o 
sign to tell where he sleeps.

CURIOUS FACTS REGARDING THEIR 
SHORT LIVES AND LAST ILLNESSES. 


Cancer Was the Fatal Malady of the Older 
Generations—A Very Short-Lived Fam- 
ily—A Curious Story of Napoleon III. 
—Best of the Family. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
Paris, April 1.—The death of the last of the 
Napoleons, who, an exile, evenin his tomb, 
sleeps with his wife’s kindred in the glorious 
Superga, the noble burial place of the House 
of Savoy, has called forth some curious state- 
ments relative to the way in which the Bona- 


a double fatality—that of exile and of prema- 
ture death. Three only of its members died 
in France, and many of them were victims of 
some fatal disease early in Ute. 
The malady that ended the days of 
Napoleon the Great, a cancer in the stomach, 
was neither brought about by the insalu- 
brious climate of St. Helena, nor by the cruel 
treatment inflicted upon him by his jailors. 
It was a hereditary affection, though its 
final ravages were undoubtedly hastened and 
aggravated, as in the case of Gen. Grant, by 
worry and distress of mind. His father, 
Charles Marie Bonaparte, was only 7 when 
the first symptoms of internal cancer 
declared themselves. He had come to 
Paris to place his eldest daughter 
Eliza at the school at St. Cyr. His illness 
increased so rapidly that by the time he re- 
gained his home he was ina state of almost 
— exhaustion. One year later he 
ed. 
Of his children, Prince Lucien succumbed 
to some form of internal cancer in 1840. He 
was then 65. Caroline, Queen of Naples, 
came next in the order of longevity. She, 


too, died of cancer, which carried her off at 


the age of 56. Napoleon the Great was only 
52 at the date of his decease, 
an age at which many famous 
men of genius have only commenced the 
crowning labors of their career. The Prin- 
cess Pauline Borghese after the death of that 
idolized brother faded from the earth, carried 
off by some mysterious internal sease, 
which was in all probability a lingering type 
of the family malady. She was only 44 when 
she passed away, having survived by some 
years the exquisite loveliness that tempted 
the chisel of Canova to immortalize it in 
marble. The eldest sister, the Princess Eliza, 
lived to the age of 43. 
JEROME WAS HEALTHY. 

Of all the brothers of Napoleon, the most 
vigorous was Jerome, King of Westphalia, 
the fatherof Prince Napoleon. He was the 
youngest of the family, andin his green old 
age was one of the prominent figures at the 
Court of Napoleon III. He was nearly 786 
when in 1859, he went through the Italian 
campaign as a member of the staffof the 


Emperor. The fatigues and the exposure of 
military life were too much for 
the old ex-King, and he died 


of “pneumonia a few months later, 
His robust constitution was inherited by his 
son, whom three mortal maladies. pneumo- 
nia, chronic diabetes and heart failure, had 
much troble in killing. 

In the second generation but few of the 
Bonapartes have attained toanything like old 
age. The Duke of Reichstadt, the only son 
of the great Napoleon, was 2l when he died. 
Of the daugters of Joseph one survived to the 
age of 53, and the other died at 38. Of the 
children of Prince Lucien one, the Prince of 
Canino, lived to be 54; his next 
son, Lucien, died atthe age of 44‘and only 
Prince Pierre, the assassin of Victor Noir and 
the father of Prince Roland, survived his 60th 
birthday, which he did by three years. Na- 
poleon III., as is well known, succumbed to 
the effects of an operation forthe removal of 
acalculus in the bladder, but his claims to 
be considered a Bonaparte at all were so 
slight that his case has but little bearing on 
the subject in question. 

In this connection is to be related a curious 
story which was told me by an old French 
lady long years ago, while Napoleon III. was 
still seated upon the throne whose stability 
seemed eternal, and while he was yet in good 
health. He remarked one day that Home, 
the spiritualistic medium, had predicted to 
him the mode and the place of his death, 
though not the date. He says that I am to 
die by the knife, and in England,’’ declared 
the Emperor, ‘‘sol suppose I shall be assas- 
sinated by some political fanatic in case 1 
ever visit London. That the prediction was 
verified to the letter is now a matter of 
history. 

LOUIS’ SONS. 
Of the other sons of King Louis Bonaparte, 
the eldest, who had been chosen by Napoleon 
the Great for his heir, died when only 8 years 
old, the second, Louis, at 27 and the Prince 
de Montfort at 83. The sole surviving child 
of King Jerome, the Princess Mathilde, is a 
hale old lady of 71, having apparently inher- 
ited the vigorous health of her father. The 
baleful influence of the hereditary malady 
has apparently disappeared from the pres- 
ent generation of the Bonapartes. One 
of the most extraordinary old ladies of Euro- 
pean society at the present day is the 
Princess Marie Ratazzi de Rute, the grand- 
daughter of Prince Lucien, who is probably 
some years over 70. She caused her name to 
be erased from the lists of the Bonaparte 
princes and princesses in the Almanac de 
Gotha several years ago, so that the world at 
large might not have an opportunity of as- 
certaining her exactage. But of late she has 
become very deaf, and cosmetics and 
false hair, and elegant toilettes and 
splendid jewels are all powerless to preserve 
for her any vestige of her once superb beauty, 
which she retained to an age long past that 
towhich feminine charms usually survive. 
She was the daughter of Letitia Lady Wyse, 
third daughter of Prince Lucien, and has been 
married three times, her first husband hav- 
ing been M. de Solms. Her third spouse, M. 
de Rute, a Spanish diplomat, who was very 
much her junior, died only a short time ago. 
PRINCE ROLAND. 

Had not Napoleon the Great defini 
stricken the name of his brother Lucien out 
of the line of succession, Prince Roland 
Bonaparte would now be the head of the 
family. Just 33, studious, intelligent, sert- 
ous in life and m demeanor, he is probably 
the finest character of all the of 
the third generation.

A WELL-TRAINED FISH. 


A Clever Little Trick That Is Very Easily 
Done. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 

One must prepare the fish himself by blow- 
ing out an egg, then the body of the fish is 
cut from a piece of flannel and the two pieces 
are sewed together in the manner Shown in 
our cut. The little pocket thus obtained ts 
filled with a few grains of shot to give it 
necessary weight. Oneof the holes in the 
egge-shell is closed up with sealing wax, 
while the other is left open. Two eves are 
made with a red or black lead-penci! on 
either side of this little opening and the shell, 
which is the head of the fish, ts fas tened with 
sealing wax to the body of flannel. 


A Well- Trained Fish. 

The fish is now completed, and we can pro- 
ceed to show how smart and obedient he Is. 
A glass with a broad mouth, a fruit jar for 
instance, isfilled with water, the fish Is put 
inandthe opening ofthe jar closed with a 
piece of bladder or rubber. By laying one’s 
hand on the bladder and at the same time 
bidding the fish to goto the bottom of the 
water, it will immediately do so. Command. 
ing it to come to the top again, it will re- 
spond just as promptly. 

How can this be?’’ the incredulous reader 
will ask. The firsttime we simply press upon 
the bladder by which the air between it and 
the surface of the water is compressed. Ihe 
pressure causes the water to enter into the 
shell through the little hole, and the body of 
the fish becomes heavier and sinks to the bot- 
tom. As soon as the pressure is relinquished 
the water flows out of the shell, the fish re- 
sumes its normal weight and returns to the 
surface.
